to Take Course 


In Traffic Accident Investigation 


Thirty-six policemen, all for- 
mer motorcycle patrolmen, will 
begin a three-week course to- 
morrow in traffic accident in-' 
vestigation. The course is 
designed to teach them to de- 
termine the cause of and es- 
tablish the responsibility for 
accidents. 

The course is a new step in 
the department’s efforts to- 
ward accident prevention, said 
Chief of Police Jeremiah 
O’Connell, Classes will be held 
each day, except Sunday, from 
8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. _ 

John Kreige and Glenn Furn- 
strum of the Traffic Institute 
of Northwestern University, 
Evanston, Ill., will be the in- 
structors, along with Maj. Wil- 
liam Cibulka, head of the police 
traffic division, and Lt. Alex- 
ander Kaiser and Sgt. Gerald 
Wren, also of the division. 
Upon completion of their 
training, the 36 officers, who 
will work in shifts on four 
overlapping watches, will be 
called upon to _ investigate 
every traffic accident involving 
personal injury or _ serious 
damage to property, particu- 


larly city property, O’Connell 
said. 


On the basis of their find- 
ings, arrests will be made if 
any violations are found. 


Under the present system, 
arrests usually are not made 
unless there is a serious in- 
jury to one of the persons 
involved, or ~unless there is 
considerable property damage. 
In minor accidents, arrests 
generally are dependent on 
whether one of the persons in- 
volved wants the other arrest- 
ed. In such cases, the officers 
handling the case arrest both 
persons. Then, when the case 
reaches police court, it is dis- 
missed, if the civil obligations 
of those involved have been 
settled. 


“It is expected the new sys- 
tem will help in reducing acci- 
dents and cut down on the loss 
of life and damage to prop- 
erty,” Chief O'Connell said. 
“When the officers are not in- 
vestigating traffic accidents, 
they will continue their regu- 
lar duty in one-man cars, en- 
forcing traffic regulations.”

The new plan will reduce the 
size of the Detective Bureau 
and wipe out distric® “special 
officers,” who heretofore have 
handled investigative work in 
the districts. The plan, now 
being studied by district com- 
manders who will direct opera- 
tions of the detectives assigned 
tc them, will go i to effect as 
soon as it receives final ap- 
proval of the Board of Police 
Commissioners. 

The number of detectives as- 
signed to each district, on a 
basis of the incidence of crime, 
will range from four at Hamp- 
ton district to 23 in Lucas Ave- 
nue district. In addition, 19 
sergeants will supervise the 
detectives and a captain will 
be appointed to co-ordinate 
the work, serving on the staff 
of Chief of Police Jeremiah 
O’Connell. 


Under the plan, district de- 
tectives will work singly, 
rather than in teams of two 
and three men as has been the 
practice. The purpose is to ex-

One of the most dangerous 
uses of plastic bags is the do- 
it-yourself cover for pillow or 
crib mattresses, fashioned us- 
ually from large plastie en- 
velopes such as cleaners use 
for protection of garments, the 
council says. 

Several children wormed 
their way under such covers 
and died when the transparent 
material clung to their faces, 
sealing their mouths and nos- 
trils. 

Some youngsters like to 
chew on the soft, rubbery plas- 
tic. Two died when small plas- 
tic scraps were swallowed and 
lodged in their throats.

For many yeats Dr. Gradwohl 
served as .coroner’s physician 
here. Later, until 1937, he was 
laboratory director at St. Louis 
County Hospital. As editor of 
the medical society’s bulletin in 
the early 1930s, he assailed par- 
tisan politics in the City Health 
Department. 

Shortly after he became the 
city’s autopsy physician, Dr. 
Gradwohl helped clear 7 
murder case in outstate 
souri. A Woman Was found 
dead in a stream following a 
buggy accident, and her hus- 
band, hurt in the same accident, 
was charged with with having poi- 
soned her, ~ 

At midnight in a snow-cov- 
ered cemetery, the PF yen "s 
body was exhumed. ee 
wohl made Bis. examination and 
found, as he once related, that 
“the proper incisions to exam- 
ine the lungs hadn’t even been 
made.” He found she died by 
drowning, and the defendant 
was acquitted. 

Another case Dr. Gradwohl 
was fond of recalling did not 
turn out so well. He went toa 
rural county as witness for the 
prosecution in another murder 
case. Defense counsel brought 
out that the physician was get- 
ting $100 a day for his time, 
and the country jury, stunned, 
brought in a verdict of not 
guilty. 

In Melendes Case. 


Dr. Gradwohl served as an 
expert witness in many St. 
Louis cases. One of them was 
the 1943 inquiry into the death 
of Edward Melendes, a Mexican 
waiter whose body was found 
in a police cell three days after 
his arrest. Melendes had been 
savagely beaten. 

In the Melendes affair, well- 
publicized at the time because 
of allegations of police bru- 
tality, Dr. Gradwohl gave his 
opinion on the date of a pho- 
tograph which showed Melen- 
des smiling gaily, and appar- 
‘ently in good shape, shortly 
before his arrest. 

Dr. Gradwohl was elected to 
life membership in the Royal 
Society of Tropical Medicine 
and Hygiene at London, Eng- 
land, in 1947. In 1954 he re- 
ceived an award from the 


socie 
board. 
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American Academy of Forensic 
Sciences. He belonged to the 
Royal Society of Health. 

In his youth, Dr. Gradwohl 
was an excellent handball play- 
er. He enjoyed travel. In the 
spring of 1958 he made a six- 
week tour of Europe. He re- 
ported on his return that the 
best crime laboratories were in 
Sweden, and that those of 
France and Germany were su- 
perior to the St. Louis facility. 

Dr. Gradwohl served in the 
Navy in World War L. He rose 
to the rank of commander in 
the Navy Medical Reserve 
Corps, and was six times elect- 
ed to head the Navy post of 
the American Legion in St. 


Louis. 
His wife died in June 1957.

Breakdown of Yields. 

“Among the few to arrive 
so far is an Atomic Energy 
Commission breakdown of the 
total fission yields (expressed 
in kilotons, TNT equivalent).” 
Fowler said. “The years 1957- 
58 were lumped together ap- 
parently to conceal last sum- 
mer’s test yield. 

“There are two surprising 
features. First, the ratio of 
fission yield to total yield is 
about 50 per cent for 1957-58, 
as it had been for 1955-56. 
This in spite of AEC assur- 
ances that last summer's tests 
were designed to cevelop 
‘clean’ (low fission yield) 
bombs. 

“Since the dirty bombs, 
which are inclosed in natural 
uranium to increase their ex- 
plosive power, yield from 60 to 
90 per cent of the fission 
ucts while the clean bombs ob- 
tain only 5 per cent of their 
energy from fission, it is clear 
that the normal U. S. and U. K. 
(United Kingdom) bomb being 
tested is still a dirty one. 

“The second surprising and 
disturbing piece of information 
concerned the total fission yield 
of 1957-58. It is estimated that 
in this period the U. S. and 
U. K. tests produced 19,000 
kilotons of fission products 
while the US.S.R. produced 
21,000 kilotons. The total— 
40,000 kilotons—is more than 
the 37.500 kilotons released in 
the 1952-54 period. 


Fission Debris Doubled. 


“This heavy testing of 1957- 
58 has thus effectively doubled 
the amount of fission debris 
and will be reflected this 
spring in rapidly increasing 
concentrations of Strontium-90 
in soil and food.” 

The hearings were held last 
week at Washington by a joint 
House-Senate subcommittee 
headed by Representative Chet 
Holifield (Dem.), California. 
Testimony was given that the 
amount of radioactive Stron- |, 
tium-90, which can cause bone 
cancer, will increase 14 times 
in the next several years. 

Strontium-90 is especially 
heavy in the St. Louis area. 
Dr. Conrad P. Straub of the 
United States Public Health 
Service presented tables to 
show that the amount in St. 
Louis milk is now about one- 
third of the maximum consid- 
ered permissible.

Board of Freeholders Proposal Will Go To Voters 
Nov. 3—Seven Key Services: Would Be Per- 
formed by New Governmental Unit—Munici- 


palities Would Continue To Function.

ST. LOUIS and St. Louis county residents, plagued by metropolitan 
problems seemingly impossible of solution by local governments, are now 
being offered a remedy, in the proposal for a metropolitan district authority, 


To members of the Metropolitan Board 
of Freeholders who drafted the District 


- proposal and filed it with city and county 


Election Boards last Wednesday, it is a 
seven-bladed scythe that would cut 
through present economic and govern- 
mental disadvantages “to open the path 
to progress.” 

They earnestly hope their appraisal of 
the proposed new “Greater St. Louis 
City-County District” will be shared by 
the majority of city and county voters 
who will go to the polls next Nov. 3 to 
ballot on acceptance of the plan. Simple 
majorities are required in both areas for 
passage. 


APPROVAL of the plan would imme- 
diately make the proposed District a 
reality, a new governmental entity to 
provide a limited number of public serv- 
ices in St. Louis, the county, and the 
98 municipalities within the county. 

The existing governments would not 
be disturbed by establishment of the 
District, with exception of the Metro- 
politan Sewer District that would be 
absorbed. The municipal governments 
would continue to function as before, 
except they would be relieved of the 
costs and responsibility for the services 
taken over by the District. 

The proposed District would be gov- 
erned by a President elected by city and 
county voters, and. by a.15-member Board 
of Supervisors, Eleven of the supervisors 
would be elected frém 11 boroughs into 
which the District would be divided, and 
four by area-wide vote.. The term “bor- 


ough” is used 4f the plan to denote elec- 


tan problems in St. Louis is'found in the 

seven services the District would offer: 

Establishment and control of a>met- 
road system. es 


Promotion of economic development. 
| Land use planning. 
Central control of certain police ad- 
ministrative functions. 
Civil Defense. 


Authority and responsibilities. of the 
officials are as clearly defined in the plan 
as the functions of the District itself, 
Purteet said, to insure close control by 
the citizens of the proposed new gov- 
ernment. 

The District President would appoint 
the directors of the various District de- 
partments who would comprise his cab- 
inet. He also could dismiss them for 
unsatisfactory service. 

Salary of ‘the first President, who 
would serve only from next March until 
the first District. general election in 
April, 1961, is fixed at $1000 a month by 
provisions of the plan. Pay of District 
Presidents subsequently elected for regu- 
lar four-year terms would be set by the 
Board of Supervisors. 

Minimum eligibility age for a candi- 
date for District President would be 30 
years, and for supervisors, 25. 

Pay. of District Supervisors is fixed at 
$5000 a year. They would serve four- 
year staggered terms, through elections 
every two years of supervisors from 
either the odd-numbered or even-num- 
bered boroughs. Supervisors elected at- 
large also would serve staggered terms. 
The plan prescribes that two of the four 
at-large supervisors must be city resi- 
dents, and two must be from the county. 

The boroughs, or election districts, 
mapped by drafters of the District pro- 
posal were laid out with reference to 
as equal apportionment of voters as possi- 
ble, without regard to existing city ward 
or county township boundaries, or the 
city-county boundary. 

Four of the proposed boroughs would 
lie wholly ‘within the city, three wholly 
within the county, and four would strad- 
dle the city-county boundary. 


THE CITY -COUNTY PROBLEMS re- 
quiring a broad-scale solution were stated 
in the recent Metropolitan St. Louis Sur- 
vey, and were restated by many witnesses 
heard by the Board of Freeholders during 
its one-year tenure of office that expired 


“This in turn increases the need for 
a metropolitan road system for move- 
ment of passengers and goods,” Purteet 
said. “It means there must be master 
planning to reserve potential sites for 
industries, preserve potential residential 
areas and insure a co-ordinated develop- 
ment of the entire area. 

“Only a metropolitan district govern- 
ment could provide such planning, and 
roads, sewers and industrial sites that 
would be needed.” 

Two immediate benefits would accrue 
to the county and cities within the pro- 
posed District, he said. They would be 
relieved of providing services that many 
of the local governments are ill-equipped 
to handle in the first place; and addi- 
tional tax revenues which would be ex- 
pected to run literally into millions of 
dollars would be- generated for those 
governments.

Record Has Disappointed Hopes of Liberals To 
Date—Conservative Democratic Leadership of 
Johnson and Rayburn Believed by Some to Hurt 
Party’s Chances in 1960 National Election.

WASHINGTON, May 9. 


THE ‘‘CAN-DO”’ Democratic Congress that convened in January with 
many of its new members determined to write an outstanding progressive 
record appears headed for a legislative score not much different from that 


of last year. 

With the legislators now in the second 
half of the session and with many big 
decisions still ahead, a midterm reap- 
praisal of what the Democratic Congress 
can accomplish in the face of opposition 
from a Republican President is now 
under way. 


It seems fairly clear that if the heavy 
Democratic gains in the November 
elections constituted a mandate for a 
liberal program, the voters are going 
to be disappointed. Earlier in the year 
it was generally agreed the two-to-one 
Democratic majorities in Senate and 
House would be strong enough to over- 
ride most presidential vetoes. 


The inability of House Democrats to 
override President Eisenhower's veto of 
the Rural Electrification Administration 
bill last week put an end to that notion. 
Mr. Eisenhower's record of never having 
had a veto overridden remained intact 
and constituted a warning for the future. 

It also marked the first major success 
of the House Minority Leader, Charles A. 
Halleck of Indiana, who last January took 
over the party leadership in the lower 
chamber from Joseph W. Martin Jr. of 
Massachusetts. Battling against odds, 
Halleck lined up all but six of the House 
Republicans in support of the President; 
it was necessary to persuade 10 to change 
former positions. Halleck also reportedly 
helped bring four Democrats over to the 
Republican side. The attempt to over- 
ride failed by four votes. 


Halleck commented later that while the 
Republicans do not have the votes to stop 
“bad” legislation, “we have demonstrated 
that we can uphold a veto.” 

It was Senate Majority Leader Lyndon 
B. Johnson of Texas who said two weeks 
after the election that the Eighty-sixth 
would be a can-do Congress and who 
proposed a luminous 12-point legislative 
program that included passage of two 
measures previously vetoed by Mr. Eisen- 
hower—legislation providing Federal aid 
to airports and to depressed areas. 


Johnson also said Congress should en- 
act a new farm program, a law to protect 
labor from racketeers, “a bold housing 
program,” and a foreign policy review 
leading to the recommendation of “bold 
new imaginative programs.” 


THE EARLY ENTHUSIASM of the ad- 
vanced progressives has now been viti- 
ated by the moderate conservative lead- 
ership of Johnson and House Speaker 
Sam Rayburn of Texas, the disciplined 
Republican minority and the threat of 
the veto. 


Some of the progressives, men like 
Senator Paul Douglas of Mlinois, have 
felt that unless the Democrats battle 
for a liberal program and make a rec- 
ord of such advocacy they may lose the 
presidency in 1960. Johnson and Ray-

The matter of a balanced budget is not 
one confined to a particular issue, nor 
is it within the control of Congress. But 
in last year’s campaign, Mr. Eisenhower 
attacked the Democratic “big spenders” 
and the question now is whether Con- 
gress should try to enact measures that 
would upset the precariously balanced 
1960 budget submitted by the President. 


THE WHITE HOUSE can be expected 
to oppose or reject any measure that 
contemplates more spending than the 
President has counted on. Democrats 
from the big cities, on the other hand, 
are interested in legislation likely to be 
expensive. 


The spending issue was put up to Con- 
gress shortly after the session opened 
when the airport construction bill went 
before the Senate. A similar bill was 
pocket-vetoed by Mr. Eisenhower last 
September. The Senate measure author- 
ized $465,000,000 in matching grants over 
a four-year period. The House followed 
up by approving a bill to authorize $297,- 
000,000, which was $97,000,000 more than 
requested by the President. The differing 
versions were sent to a conference com- 
mittee March 19 but nothing has yet 
been done to bring them into line. 


More than six weeks ago the Senate 
passed by a vote of 49 to 46 a bill 
authorizing federal grants and loans of 
$389,000,000 over a period of years for 
the redevelopment of economically- 
depressed labor-surplus’ areas. The 
amount voted was $110,000,000 greater 
than the sum in a bill Mr, Eisenhower 
vetoed last year. 


In February the Senate passed a 
measure providing $2,700,000,000 over 
six years for federal housing programs. 
The House Committee version of the 
legislation proposed about $2,000,000,000 
over a period of three years. The House 
bill has been bottled up in the Rules 
committee for more than two months; 
there is Republican and Southern Demo- 
cratic opposition to its public housing 
features. 


ON ‘THURSDAY -Rayburn, making 
good on a pledge he gave House liberals 
last January, publicly threatened to ini- 
tiate procedures aimed at by-passing the 
conservative Rules committee if it did 
not clear the housing bill shortly. 


A labor reform bill has been passed 
by the Senate with stiffening amend- 
ments added on the floor. The Senate 
action showed the conservatives with 
more strength than had been thought. 


Virtually no progress whatever has 
been made on Johnson's pledge of a new 
farm bill.

Tools Come High 


“The only I know to meet 
Soviet ind competition is to 
increase our own cutput,” Neil H. 
McElroy, Secretary of Defense, 
told the American Newspaper 
Publishers Association recently. 


Obviously, the Defense Secre- 


tary could not outline at that time ' 


what steps should be taken to 
achieve higher output. Basically, 
the problem revolves around fast 
modernization of tools and equip- 
ment. | 

This is not so easy as it sounds. 
Inflation has made it very diffi- 
cult for businesses to update their 
equipment. Today, the tools of 
production often cost three times 
what they did when purchased 15 
or 20 years ago. 

Depreciation allowances, how- 
ever, cover only the original pur- 
chase price. The balance has to 
come out of profits after the 52 
per cent corporate income tax. 
This means that instead of having 
to take in $1,000,000 to replace a 
$1,000,000 facility, a corporation 
must take in $4,000,000. 

This inadequacy of deprecia- 
tion allowances produces a severe 
burden on American industry, a 
problem which is absent in Russia 
where between 35 and 40 per cent 
of the national product is plowed 
back into new facilities. 

Thus, one of the basic answers 
in the United States is a dynamic 
depreciation policy which would 
make it possible “to meet Soviet 
competition,” as Mr. McElroy 
suggests.

The union is laying the groundwork for 
its side of the debate by crying “Shame on 
U.S. Steel for trying to deny its workers a 
raise.” The advertisements carrying this slo- 
gan show a treasure chest overflowing with 
money, and state that U.S. Steel in the first 
quarter of 1959 earned “fantastic” profits of 
$106,585,303. The implication is that the 
steel industry is earning such fat profits that 
it can well afford to pay much higher wages 
without raising prices. 

Things are not quite that simple. In the 
first place, U.S. Steel as the biggest company 
in the industry is in somewhat the same posi- 
tion as General Motors. Its earnings often 
run 30 to 40 per cent ahead of those for the 
industry as a whole. What it could afford to 
pay labor without raising prices is not neces- 
sarily what other companies could afford. 
The wage settlement that is finally hammered 
out must be one with which the whole indus- 
try, and not just its biggest and most efficient 
units, can live. 

Secondly, profits are not demonstrated to 
be excessive merely by printing the figures 
in big black type and calling them “fantas- 
tic.” The level of earnings reported by U.S. 
Steel for the first quarter of 1959 is probably 
abnormal because it reflects abnormal steel 
buying by customers who want to be pro- 
tected in case of a strike. In any case these 
U.S. Steel earnings for 1959 are just about 
what they were in 1957, the company’s most 
profitable year of this decade. 

« * . 


US. Steel earned in that year $9.50 on 
every $100 of sales, but the industry 
as a whole, according to the National 
Industrial Conference Board, earned $7.40. 
For comparison, all manufacturing industries 
earned $5.90 and all reporting corporations 
$6.10. Steel’s level of earnings was exceeded 
by the drug industry, by cement, glass prod- 
ucts, oil and nonferrous metals, but most 
other forms of manufacturing enterprise 
earned less. 

Thus the steel industry in 1957 could be 
considered relatively well off but somewhat 
short of “fantastically” profitable. Can steel 
now afford a lower rate of return and still 
attract adequate capital to maintain its effi- 
ciency? That is the question to be discussed. 
It is quite possible that the new machinery 
which enables the industry to produce more 
steel with fewer workers has enhanced pro- 
ductivity so much that wages can be increased 
without increasing prices. On the other hand, 
the tools thus required and the research that 
creates them are expensive, and can be paid 
for only from earnings. 

Basically the answer to the wage question 
hinges upon what is a fair and adequate rate 
of return for the industry as a whole. The 
evidence on that question will be crucial to 
the whole negotiation. 


Hats of No Distinction 


A delayed report on last month’s Paris 
meeting of Western foreign ministers says 
the Homburg is slipping in diplomatic usage. 
Secretary of State Herter wore a fedora with 
upturned brim. French Foreign Minister 
Couve de Murville wore “a shapeless affair, 
something a fisherman might hook flies on.” 
A correct British official, clinging to his Hom- 
burg, said, “Heavens, if things go on at this 
rate, they will soon be going bare-headed.” 

They might as well. Even the British For- 
eign Office cannot wear the Homburg as a 
badge of distinction since Prime Minister 
Macmillan donned an old white fur-piece on 
his mission to Moscow. The cowboy has lost 
his Stetson to the business man, the fisher- 
man has lost his battered felt to the French 
Foreign Minister, and nobody can tell a man 
by his hat. So a diplomat might just as well 
go bare-headed, especially in April, in Paris. 


Nosegay for the Gardeners 


Under the heading “Good News,” put down 
the fact that things are brightening up at 
Shaw’s Garden. It is not just that this is 
the time of year when the water lilies are 
moved to the outdoor pools and plants and 
shrubs wear their best spring frocks. Nor is it 
just because the St. Louts air is clean enough 
now to transfer the orchids permanently back 
into the city after long years at the Arboretum 
at Gray Summit. ore it is because the 
Missouri Botanical Garden—to honor its legal 
name—after a half century of insufficient 
private support is beginning to get the kind 
of help it needs and deserves. 

More than 2500 people have joined the 
Friends of the Garden and their memberships 
yielded just under $30,000 last year to make 
many improvements possible. A welcome 
grant from the National Science Foundation 
has brought other advances, including over- 
due assistance for the Garden’s outstanding 
herbarium and library. A $25,000 gift from 
the Greensfelder Foundation is making it pos- 
sible to draw up a master plan for the Gar- 
den’s development. Last year, 250,600 people 
visited the succession of flower shows from 
the pink and saffron masses of the azaleas, 
through the seasons to chrysanthemums’ 
minted gold and poinsettias’ fire. More than 
a quarter million visitors walked the paths 
that kindly old Henry Shaw laid out at Tower 
Grove a century ago. In a half dozen years 
annual attendance has nearly doubled. 

For decades Shaw's Garden has attracted 
scientists and gardeners from over the world 
~—-the new director, Dr. Frits W. Went, for 
example, is a native of The Netherlands. But 
the Garden has drawn only a fraction of

Plumbers vs. Steamfitters 


The heated dispute over the proposed 
amendment to the county plumbing code is 
largely a jurisdictional matter between the 
plumbers and the steamfitters, with Republi- 
cans and Democrats wrestling on the sidelines. 

As it now stands the plumbing code is writ- 
ten in favor of the plumbers, whose political 
support in the Council is Republican. The 
Democrats are behind a move to change the 
code so as legally to spell out the work in 
this field that has traditionally belonged to 
the steamfitters and sprinkler fitters and 
which the plumbers are claiming. 

But politics and union jurisdictions are 
largely irrelevant to the public interest in this 
case. It seems to us it makes little essential 
difference which craft handles the industrial 
drainage and sprinkler jobs that represent 
the principal sore point between them — 
provided that the public health and safety are 
adequately safeguarded. This is a sensitive 
area in which the plumbers have employed a 
front, the Health & Sanitation Foundation, to 
defend their vested interest in the existing 
code. 

The question for the Council is whether 
the amendment provides adequate safeguards 
for checking plumbing plans as to their pos- 
sible effect on health and safety, and for 
inspecting the work afterwards. 

If inspection is adequate now, it should be 
adequate under the amendment backed by 
the steamfitters. For no change is proposed 
in the inspections and tests now required. The 
Office of Plumbing and Sewer Inspection, 
which would make the tests, would remain 
under an officer “who shall have at least 10 
years’ experience as a licensed plumber.” 

If a job is adequate from health and safety 
standards, we see no reason why it should not 
be acceptable. The test should be performance 
in the particular case, not the craft pedigree 
of the worker, be he plumber, steamfitter or 
something else. 


As Air Travel Grows 


Although the Air Transport Association is 
not exaggerating when it describes local serv- 
ice air line growth as “one of the most dra- 
matie in the history of American commercial 
aviation,” a word of caution would not be 
amiss. Soviet Russia, too, is experiencing a 
growth in feeder air lines that is close to 
phenomenal. 

America’s local air lines carried 10 times as 
many passengers last year as they did in 1948. 
Their 35,586 miles of route, which blanket the 
face of the nation, serve more than 500 com- 
munities. Typical among these 13 lines is 
Missouri’s own Ozark Air Lines, which con- 
nects 56 key cities in 10 midwestern states. 
Ozark and its sisters in the scheduled short- 
haul service carried 4,265,000 passengers last 
year, a gain of 8 per cent over 1957. 

Moscow reports that its piston-engined air- 
craft have become so plentiful that all Rus- 
sia and its satellites are an “ex- 
plosion” of new air service to small cities and 
remote rural areas. Even Mongolia, with its 
largely nomadic economy, is reported to have 
inaugurated regular flights from its

Illinois is beautiful, it seems to 
me, as only a great fertile plain can 
be beautiful. If I cannot have a 
range of snowy mountains, then give 
me a great teeming plain, and not 
mere hilliness, which shuts off rather 
than provides a view.

“Yes,” I hear some saying, “I have 
been to Illinois several times. I 
motored across it as fast as I could.” 
Or, “I took a train, pulled down the 
curtains against the sheer monotony 
of the state, and went sound asleep 
until I was well out of the place.” 

Good-by, stranger; next time take 
a faster train; step on that accelera- 
tor; my state is not for you. I’m 
sorry you didn’t have the time to 
drink from Ganymede Spring, the 
best, the coldest water I ever tasted, 
as it comes rushing, crystalline, 
from the base of a famous bluff, 
Eagle’s Nest. 

And I am sorry for you if you 
had no time to go to Starved Rock 
with its wild primroses, the true 
subarctic mistassini primrose with 
pale lavender petals and yellow 
throat. 

Yes, and I’m sorry that you could 
not see the lofty and murmurous 
virgin white pine groves. You didn’t 
know we had such places? No, how 
could you? These spots don’t adver- 
tise on billboards. [Illinois is the 
least touristical of states. 

I never heard a place where bird- 
song and the spring song of the frogs 
sounded so sweet. If you camp out 
on some hillock where swamp and 
orchard and prairie grass meet, you 
will hear full more than half of the 
species of land birds of eastern 
North America—the wild telegraphy 
of crows, the “flick-up wick-up” of 
flickers (called high-holers in Illi- 
nois), the golden rolling call of 
orioles, the jingling cry of redwings. 

And the frogs! What I still hear 
in my dreams is the rising, bubbling 
sound of the swamp tree frogs, a 
thin “pee-yee-yeep.” And the trill- 

tree toads like the stuttering 
black-billed cuckoos, prophesy rain. 

The state flower is the modest 
violet, and it is a good choice, for 
there are scores of species—the but- 
terfly, the sister, the hooded, the 
larkspur, the longspur. What some 
call dogtooth violet: is a member of 
the lily family. 

In early spring, when the plum 
thickets fume with snowy blossoms 
on the dark, gnarled old finger-

The Mind of Theodore Dreiser 


LETTERS OF THEODORE DREISER, 
3 vols., edited by Robert H. Elias.

THEODORE DREISER  (1871- 
1945) has been shoved into the past, 
identified with naturalism and Commu- 
nism, remembered for his heavy prose, 
and buried alive. But if his novels are 
denied the status of classics, they still 
deserve to be remembered. 


The 600 or so letters recently gar- 
nered from the stacks of Dreiser materi- 
al at the University of Pennsylvania 
and elsewhere will revive the novelist 
for a while. Despite sometimes inept 
editing, these three attractive volumes 
of remarkably interesting letters not 
only record many of the important in- 
tellectual, literary, and social problems 
of the years they span (1897-1945) but 
also reveal the capacious and omnivo- 
rous mind of an important artist at 
work. 


In content the range is startling, un- 
til we remember that Dreiser's variety 
of literary types and subjects is as great 
as that of any American writer. He is 
remembered today for “Sister Carrie,” 
“The ‘Genius’,” and “An American 
Tragedy,” but he also published plays, 
poetry, travel books, several volumes of 
autobiography, short stories, biographi- 
cal sketches, and miscellaneous works 
on politics, economics, and philosophy 
~—28 books in all. 

The letters document this credo writ- 
ten in 1929 to a would-be writer: “Ob- 
serve life directly as much as possible 
and prepare yourself to write by read- 
ing the really worth-while things that 
have been written by others and then 
look upon your writing as the most 
important thing in the world... .” 

He was extraordinarily careful to get 
places, characters, and events exactly 
right by going directly to the world he 
was writing about rather than to his 
imagination. He read omnivorously, ad- 
miring Balzac, Fielding, Tolstoi, Dos- 
toevsky, Hardy, and Flaubert the most. 
Among Americans he respected Mark 
Twain, Whitman, and Poe, calling the 
latter “our first and greatest literary 
genius.” Close friends were such writ- 
ers as Mencken, Farrell, Anderson, 
Floyd Dell, and Edgar Lee Masters. 
ALTHOUGH HE HAD great con- 
fidence in his own genius (as early as 
1911 he was thinking of the Nobel Prize 
for literature), he willingly accepted ad- 
vice from friends and editors about 
what should be cut or amended. But 
once his controversial novels were ac- 
cepted by publishers, he resisted pres- 
sure to modify what might otherwise 
offend the puritanical world. In Dreiser 
the self-righteous met a determined 
adversary. 

The suppression for many years of 
“Sister Carrie” by its first publisher, 
whose wife was shocked because the 
heroine remained unpunished for her 


questionable behavior, was forewarning

represented much more good than ill. 
In 1941 he wrote: “I believe heart and 
soul in the value and probably success- 
ful outcome of the great Soviet system.” 

Predilection for Communism in his 
later years was matched by a passionate 
hatred for Great Britain, distaste for 
organized religion (especially Catholi- 
cism), contempt for the American press, 
and disdain for the standard liberal arts 
education. On the other hand, he liked 
science fiction and was much stirred 
by Technocracy’s promises. 

His concern was always for the under- 
dog, whether a neglected poet, a crip- 
pled newsboy, the starving victims of 
the Spanish Civil War, the accused 
Negroes in the Scottsboro case, or a 
Clyde Griffiths. Letters to President 


and Mrs. Roosevelt, Mme. Chiang Kai- 
shek, Willkie, Stalin, William Green, 
and LaGuardia were part of his normal 
round of trying to right what was 
wrong. 

He wrote in 1921 that he could “see 
no such thing as justice... . very little 
of the thing called mercy, practically no 
truth,” but even this pessimism did not 
prepare him for the gloom the depres- 
sion brought. His struggle to promote 
social justice distracted him from writ- 
ing novels. His last novel, “The Stoic,” 
was three decades in the making. 

Although he could greatly admire 

Steinbeck’s “The Grapes of Wrath,” he 
wrote to a Marxist friend, “Personally, 
I never can see Protest as literature.” 
He believed that “a novel should not 
be a religious tract. It should have no 
more a spiritual than a material mes- 
sage. In life both elements are present. 
The artist has but one duty: to present 
life ‘in the round’.” 
THE LETTERS are varied in style; 
some reveal a sense of humor rarely 
present in his fiction; others have a 
very colloquial flavor—some, indeed, 
are marred by cliches, slang, bad gram- 
mar, and vulgarisms. When defending a 
position he is remarkably persuasive, 
even when he is less than right. 

Editor Robert H. Elias is to be strong- 
ly commended for the choice of letters. 
Readers will want to read Dreiser's 
books; it is unfortunate that more are 
not now in print. Unhappily, in addition 
to an inaccurate index, often the edi- 
tor’s notes are too sketchy. One needs 

either Elias’s own study of Dreiser 
(1949) or the author’s autobiographical 
works to supplement the fragmentary 
information supplied about several of 
the subjects that are introduced in the 
letters but are never referred to again. 


Appraisal of Camus 


CAMUS, by Germaine Bree (Rutgers 

University Press, 275 pgs., $5.)

THE LITERARY CRITIC and 
the literary scholar—not necessarily one 
and the same person—are safest with 
dead authors. They cannot answer back, 
and they cannot set their sails to new 
winds and follow tacks that the critic 
and the scholar had no way of fore- 
seeing. But Miss Bree — in treating 
Camus, Nobel Prize winner, in mid- 
career—is involved in an exploit that 
makes up in excitement what it lacks in 
safety. Camus, her subject, is a talented 
writer and a controversial figure. Miss 
Bree, in a study that is judicious report- 
ing as well as critical estimate, allows us 
to see what qualities the author of “The 
Stranger,” “The Plague,” and “The Fall” 
has thus far deployed in a life full of 
achievement and adventure. 

In biographical chapters, Miss Bree 
speaks of Camus’s ehildhood in Algiers, 
his early affiliations with left-wing 
theatrical production, his activity in the 
French Resistance movement when he 
was editor of a journal entitled “Com- 
bat,” and his post-war resumption of 
authorship and theatrical activity. Miss 
Bree also gives the curious reader an 
adequate view*of the pest-war disinte- 
gration of the Resistance movement 
into the various splinter parties and 
opinion groups that combine and fall 
apart in the kaleidoscope that is French 
politics and French intellectual life. 

Particularly informative is her ac- 


. count of Camus’s withdrawal from Sar- 


tre and Communist circles, and the 
quest Camus has made to discover a 
principle of ethics and political action 
that is dependent on neither Communist 


~ 
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nor Christian revelation. Miss Bree 
notes hopefully that Camus has begun to 
employ terms like “transcendence” in 
his recent essays. She also points out 
that in the novels there are many equiva- 
lents to older symbols of salvation or 
wholeness that, in Camus’s top level of 
consciousness, are now discredited. 
PERHAPS THE MOST exciting 
section of the book is the concluding 
one in which Miss Bree escapes the 
rather oppressive tyranny of plot- 
summary that rules part of her anal- 
ysis and discusses Camus’s essays. She 
points out, justly, that if her discus- 
sion is not clear, that fact is in itself 
a record of certain unresolved tensions 
in Camus’s own thought. His suspicion 
of outworn principle makes him eschew 
pursuit of explicit principle in his own 
thought and art. Yet his predominant 
interest in the free person and that per- 
son's moral choices forces Camus to 
select and arrange concrete detail and 
image in a quite purposeful way.

Above all others, essentially, the Bohemian must not be 
narrow-minded.” 

So said Ada Clare, New York’s “Queen of Bohemia,” 
in 1860. “General sympathy for the fine arts” has been 
stepped up to “devotion or addiction” in another definition, 
and some believe poverty is a requirement for Bohemianism. 

The Bohemians Churchill is concerned with here are 

those of Greenwich Village in its “heyday,” from 1912 until 
the depression. The subject matter is a rich mixture of 
geniuses, madcaps, idealistic causes and frenetic parties, and 
Churchill has worked it into a splendid narrative. With 
excellent character sketches and anecdotes, he soon has the 
reader wandering through the twisty streets near Washington 
Square, an area attractive to Bohemians for its Left Bank 
appearance, its unique atmosphere of individuality and its 
cheap rents. 
THE YEAR 1912 MARKED a new restlessness 
and energy on the part of intellectuals, says Churchill. That 
too was the year rich Mabel Dodge returned to New York 
from Europe. Soon Mrs. Dodge, and the Village, were famous 
for her Evenings. To these salons came artists, writers, 
philosophers, suffragists, birth controllers and anarchists, 
among others, who discussed such theretofore forbidden 
subjects as Sex, Psychoanalysis and Trade Unionism. 

That year is also notable for “The Lyric Year,” an an- 
thology of verse that occasioned a great brouhaha by award- 
ing Orrick Johns, a St. Louisan, its $500 first prize for a 
poem titled “Second Avenue” over another poem in the 
volume, “Renascence,” by 19-year-old Edna St. Vincent 
Millay. After reading it, Johns declared his award unmerited. 

Dedication to social change was a pre-war phase of 
Village life. Typifying that interest was “The Masses,” a 
highly literate, liberal magazine that ended under an indict- 
ment for sedition in 1917 resulting from the magazine's 
anti-war crusade. Max Eastman was editor, and contributors 
included John Reed, Louis Untermeyer, Walter Lippmann, 
writers, and John Sloan, George Bellows and Stuart Davis, 
artists. 

Crusades were dropped by Bohemians after the war. 

and individual freedom became the desideratum. Into the 
Village trooped young men and women who hoped to be 
shocking and bizarre, and after them, to gape at their success, 
came tourists from uptown and writers from magazines like 
the “Ladies Home Journal.” 
MILLAY, WILLA CATHER, Dreiser and Sherwood 
Anderson were among those substantiating the claim that 
from 1920 to 1925 almost 50 per cent of the literature written 
in this country came out of Greenwich Village. Artists 
included Jo Davidson, the Prendergast brothers, William 
Glackens and George Luks. The composer Edgar Varese, lived 
in the Village. 

The Village titan, says Churchill, was Eugene O'Neill, even 
apart from considerations of his work. He remained faithful 
to the Village and to the Bohemian spirit throughout his 
success, in contrast to most Bohemians, who end up in the 
solid middle class they originally forsook for the Village. 

The author suggests that the basically conservative Amer- 
ican character allows for Bohemia as only a phase, not as a 
permanent way of life, and he seems a little regretful about 
this. His tone throughout the book is sympathetie to Bohemia, 
and he never uses outlandish behavior as a vent for moral- 
izing. That seems only sensible, for if wastrels and poseurs 
thrived in Greenwich Village 30 to 40 years ago, so did some 
of America’s greatest talents.

was secretary of the Indiana Historical Society and state 
librarian before he became an editorial writer for an Indian- 
apolis newspaper and still later a city official. In his well- 
documented work, he not only manages tu condemn the 
white man’s mistreatment of the Indian but tells many 
exciting tales, impartially describing Indian atrocities on the 


whites and vice versa. 


Several of the massacres are well known—Waitalpu, Moun- 
tain Meadows, Sand Creek and Little Big Horn, for example. 
Others are less familiar—Rogue River, Canon de Chelly, Fort 
Phil Kearny, Oatman [Flats and the Lava Beds—but Dunn 
makes them just as interesting and accords them the impor- 
tance due them in western history. He uses the massacres 
(some of them were battles rather than massacres) to chron- 
icle in detail the difficulties that led up to the bloodshed 
and the far-reaching consequence that followed. 

In providing a comprehensive background for a particular 
incident, Mr. Dunn gives a clear picture of why it occurred 
and who the participants were, and thus preserved the names 
of many red and white men who figured importantly in the 


western Indian wars. 


TO NAME A FEW, there was young Lorenzo Oatman, 
who was plodding over the Arizona desert with his parents 
and six brothers and sisters en route to California in 1851 
when the family was set upon by Apaches. Although left 
for dead, Lorenzo survived to carry on a long search for his 
sisters, Mary and Olive, who were taken captives. Others in 


the family were killed. 


Another was Brevet Lt. Col. William J. Fetterman, a cavalry 
officer who left Ft. Phil Kearny in Wyoming territory in 
1886 with 84 soldiers to relieve a wood-cutting detail 
menaced by Sioux warriors under Chief Red Cloud. Not a 
man in the relief party escaped from the battle that followed, 
known in western history as the Fetterman massacre. Its 
cause: The Sioux retaliated for the Government welshing on 
its promise not to put army posts and a road in the Powder 
River Country that had been deeded them by solemn treaty. 

Still another was Captain Jack of the Modoc Indians who 
tried to be a friend of the whites until they drove him and 
his people to war in the Oregon Lava Beds in 1872. It cost 
the Government $500,000 and the lives of 18 settlers and 47 
army men to kill five Modoc warriors, not counting Captain 
Jack, who was hanged. Dunn points out it would have been 
far cheaper to have been fair and honest with the Modocs 
by giving them the $10,000 reservation they wanted on land 


no white men wanted 


anyway. 


Dunn reserves his most bitter condemnation for the man- 
ner in which Chief Joseph and his Nez Perces were treated. 
Defrauded of their ancestral home in the Wallowa Valley of 
Oregon, the Nez Perces, under Joseph’s extraordinary military 
leadership, battled the Army to a standstill in 1877 while 
trying to flee to Canada, until overwhelmed by superior num- 
bers. After their surrender they were shamefully mistreated. 

Despite the author’s obvious intention to make a case 
for the Indians and the opinions he intersperses with his 
recital of facts, his work remains as interesting today as it 
must have been revealing to readers three-quarters of a 


century ago.

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- Sculptor Revisits His “Bird Charmer” 


Walker Hancock Finds Forest Park Bronze Weathering Nicely

THE SCULPTOR WHO, 28 years 


“* ggo, did the “Zuni Bird Charmer” near 
the bird cage in Forest Park, had a 
reunion with it a few days ago in the 

course of a brief family visit to St. 


--He was Walker Hancock, who used 
to live at 4332 McPherson avenue in 
the 1920s, when he was a student at old 
Central High School and at Washing- 
ton University. Now he is head of the 
“sculpture department at the Pennsyl- 
vania Academy of Fine Arts, where he 
completed his undergraduate art 
studies. 

The bird charmer, one of this city’s 
few public sculptures that never fails 
attract and please the passerby, is

nestled on his right wrist and a magpie 
‘on the left. The magpie’s head is bent 
a’ if to see, perhaps, whether the partly 
‘opened hand contains something to eat. 
The bronze is mounted on a long, low 
Granite base, with a drinking fountain 
at each end. 

Only the inscription, “Jessie Tennille 
Maschmeyer,” unobtrousively carved on 
the front edge of the foundation slab, 
indicates the original purpose of the 
statue. The work was commissioned un- 
der provisions of the will of Augustus 
Maschmeyer, a jewelry firm executive 
who died in 1929, leaving $12,000 for a 
memorial to his first wife. In a com- 
mendably enlightened spirit, the exect- 
tors left the design entirely up to the 
sculptor, simply mentioning that Mrs. 
Maschmeyer had been fond of birds and 
had often visited the big World’s Fair 
cage. 

The result, accordingly, commemo- 
rates not just the honoree but her 

.-fagreeable feelings about birds and, by 
extension, the general good will be- 
tween people and birds. 


HANCOCK WORKED ON the 
model in his ‘studio at Gloucester, 
Mass., and the bronze won a fellowship 
prize at the Pennsylvania Academy even 
before it was shipped to St. Louis. 

“IT couldn’t go west to model a Zuni 
youth from life, so 1 did research with 
museum material,” Hancock said. “What 
I had the most trouble with was the 
boy’s hair. It is cut short around the 
sides, with a longer shock in back 
gathered into a knot. I worked and 
worked on that knot, and couldn’t get 
it right. At that very time, some tourists 
came by, as they often do. I wasn’t par- 
ticularly craving company at that 
moment, but I showed them around and 
mentioned my struggle with this knot. 

“Well, one of the women in the group 
said she believed it should be over a bit 
to one side. So I moved it to one side. 
Then she said it wasn’t tied quite right, 
so.I made more changes. She kept mak- 
ing suggestions, and I kept making 
changes. Finally, she said it was satis- 
factory. I took a good look at it, and it 
really did seem just right. I hadn't 
questioned her suggestions, because I 
had already tried so many things that 
I was beyond resistance. Then I asked 
her how she could be so sure about this 
Indian knot, and she said she was from 
Zuni, New Mexico, and had studied 
Indian lore. Then the party left, and I 
never did learn who she was.” 


HANCOCKWALKEDAROUND 
his bird charmer. It was a fine day, 


Walker Hancock, with “Zuni Bird Charmer” 


and birds in the vicinity were filling 
the air with their cries, the big speci- 
mens in the cage with raucous “time 
for fish!” calls, the free robins in the 
nearby shrubs with melodious conver- 
sation. 

The sculptor discovered that the sole 
of the Zuni’s right foot, which over- 
hangs the pedestal, was more brightly 
polished than the rest of the figure, and 
he rubbed it gently with his hand, 
“That's what does it,” he exclaimed. 
“People passing by reach out to give it 
a pat or a rub. I hoped they would want 
to.” The figure’s broad back next at- 
tracted Hancock’s attention. There, the 
darkened foundry finish of the metal 
has weathered into a lustrous green 
patina. On the head, shoulders and 
chest, dripping water has left trails of 
green. In time, the entire figure will 
develop this patina of weathered bronze. 

“I wonder how I would do this now,” 
Hancock mused. “Perhaps with a little 
less detail, because we treat figures 
more abstractly today. On the whole, 
though, it’s not too bad, and I think it 
will always be as good as it was origi- 
nally. When you go back to nature, you 
get a timeless form, and the simpler the 
better.” 

Hancock feels that St. Louisans have 

developed a proper appreciation of the 
Carl Milles fountain group opposite 
Union Station, despite the originial 
mixed reactions to it, and is confident 
that it will stand as one of this city’s 
great municipal assets. 
HANCOCK WAS ONLY 15, a 
student at Central High, when he first 
won recognition as a sculptor—second 
place in a national competition spon- 
sored by the St. Louis Art League. 


He studied for a year under a scholar- 
ship at the Washington University 
School of Fine Arts, then put in four 
years at the Pennsylvania Academy of 
Fine Arts. There, he twice won the 
Cresson European scholarship, was 


awarded the Weidner Memorial Gold 


Medal for a bronze portrait head, 
“Toivo,” now in the City Art Museum 
here, and capped these honors with a 
Prix de Rome that provided four years 
of study in Italy. Four days after his 
return, his former instructor at Penn- 
sylvania, Charles Grafly, was killed in 
an automobile accident, and Hancock 
succeeded him at the age of 28. 

In 1939, he was awarded a $10,000 
contract to design four figures of 
winged horses to flank the two en- 
trances of the Soldier’s Memorial 
Building on Memorial Plaza. These were 


carved by stonecutters from the Han- 


cock designs. A Hancock portrait head 
of Andrew Mellon is at the entrance of 
the National Gallery of Art in Wash- 
ington, D.C. His newest work is a full- 
length figure of Eugene C. Eppley, a 
benefactor of Culver Military Academy 
at Culver, Ind. Hancock had a bronze- 
finished plaster model of this with him 
in St. Louis, to be used at the dedica- 
tion of Eppley Auditorium at Culver 
May 22, after which it will be cast in 
bronze for permanent installation. 

In St. Louis with his wife and 12- 
year-old daughter, Deane, Hancock had 
a family reunion with two sisters, Mrs. 
Edmund C. Rogers and Mrs. John 
Gardiner Flint, and with his father, W. 
Scott Hancock. The Hancocks live at 
Gloucester, from where he travels to 
Philadelphia for several days each 
month for work at the Academy.

Classical. Records

ALTHOUGH AMERICAN music is turning up on 
records these days in a quantity unknown to an earlier age, 
most of it is of the type that might be described as unadven- 
turous. Still conservatism is no guarantee of merit or weak-

is a tendency for certain quite respectable, tonal composers 
to use twelve-tone material. They tend to use it in a tonal 
fashion, however, that enables them to keep up with the 
latest techniques without venturing into any really forbid- 
wae On territory. 

This reporter was struck by the theme of Morton Gould’s 
“Jekyll and Hyde Variations,” recorded by the National Sym- 
phony under Howard Mitchell on the Victor label. He played 
it over a few times and discovered the composer's “gimmick.” 

The theme is a twelve-note “row,” first run forward, then 

backward. The opening intervals suggest a tonal center and, 
when run backward, naturally they arrive at the same point 
from which they started. In other words, tonal vs. atonal, 
Jekyll vs. Hyde. 
THE IDEA IS A CLEVER ONE and it is effectively 
elaborated through a series of variations that gain immensely 
from thé skillful orchestration. The discourse is tight and 
interesting and unlike the Robert Louis Stevenson story, it 
has a happy ending. Dr. Jekyll (or his tonal guise—the key 
of A) wins out over his more counterpart. 

Mr. Gould’s “Suite from Declaration” on the other side, 

consists of extracts from a setting of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence and other texts for speaking voice and orchestra. 
The music, heard without the texts, has the same sophisti- 
cated scoring applied to material reminiscent of Charles 
Ives. There are bell sounds, Paul Revere’s midnight ride, 
a hymn, march, chorale and fugue. Everything is clever and 
effective, if somewhat superficial. Performances of both 
works are exciting. (Monaural, one record.) 
A LOUISVILLE ORCHESTRA disk of a “Fantasia, 
Chaconne and Allegro” by David Van Vactor, who lives in 
Tennessee, also uses twelve-tone material in tonal fashion. 
The program notes suggest a certain amount of twelve-tone 
elaboration that is really not audible. The composer uses 
snippets of a group of twelve notes and develops them in a 
non-serial fashion that is rarely even very chromatic. The 
piece is workmanlike, although it is not very imaginative in 
phrase and rhythmic structure. 

While Mr. Van Vactor advertises his technique, Walter 

Piston hides it under a smooth, effortless exterior. His “Sera- 
nata,” on the same record, is firmly tonal and, although the 
composer says the title is not intended to indicate a char- 
acter piece, that, effectively is what it is. The slow move- 
ment is serious and highly developed, but the outer sections 
are jaunty and appealing. A third piece on the same record 
is by Niels Viggo Bentzon, a Danish composer whose “Pezzi 
Sinfonici” are.a clear and unpretentious exposition and devel- 
opment of some slim ideas. The total effect is clever and 
personal and always communicative. The Louisville Orches- 
tra is directed by Robert Whitney in all three pieces.

THE SAME. ORCHESTRA is heard with Paula Lech- 
ner, soprano, in “The Virgin Queen’s Dream Monologue,” a 
dramatic aria that grew out of Mr, Franco’s interest in the 
theory that Sir Francis Bacon,gyrote Shakespeare’s plays, 
There are dramatic moments (the use of the celesta and 
vibraphone is effective) but the work is stiff.

New York Painters 
17 Works at Givens Hall Show 


THE SHOW OF NEW YORK painting that Washing- 
ton University puts on every spring is now on view at Givens 
Hall gallery—17 works by as many artists. 

These exhibitions, assembled by Robert Jordan, assistant 
professor of art and archeology and a painter himself, bring 
to St. Louis periodic reports as to how things are going in 
Manhattan's Tenth street section and points north. This 
season’s show is about evenly divided between painters of 
considerable reputation and others less widely known. The 
show Pa open to the public daily except Sunday, through 
May 
GRACE HARTIGAN, one of America’s outstanding 
women painters, is represented with “Montauk Highway,” 
a vast canvas of highly magnified patterns cut across and 
into by broad strokes of palette knife and brush. Viewing 
this barn-size work within the gallery confines is like look- 
ing at a Renaissance painting with the nose up to the canvas. 
A blunt, wedge-shaped passage of almost unbroken green, 
about four feet high and two feet wide, and a nearby section 
in orange equally high and nearly twice as broad, present a 
massive problem in assimilation with the rest of the design. 
There is a strong temptation to take the title at face value, 
and to read the painting as an expression of elemental, even 
brutal, force, with traumatic relevance to the American open 
road. 

Robert Rauschenberg, whose work often follows bizarre 
tendencies (an army cot, stiffened with dripped paint, at the 
Brussels Fair; a canvas with four actual Coca Cola bottles in 
a cutout “window” at the recent University of Illinois con- 
temporary show), has a novelty titled “Hazard” in Givens 
Hall. It incorporates pasted-on portions of billboard letter- 
ing, newspaper photographs, and something that looks like 
ird tied to a shingle and painted white. These 
disparate elements are not imbued with any new order, and 
it is their very quality of randomness that seems to be the 
point. But the work seems labored and stiff, considering 
that collage is a pretty thoroughly explored medium by now. 


‘ ANOTHER COLLAGE that is quite another thing Is 


“The Arrival,” by Corrado di Marca-Relli. This large, elegant 
tapestry of rich reds and blues is installed on a panel from 
where it can be viewed for the length of the entrance cor- 
ridor. The black and white reproduction above only gives 
an idea of the patterns, which are tautly stretched bits of 
fabric laid on the canvas and individually painted, with dry 
brush overtones on the surfaces and thin line of black to 


emphasize the sharp edges. 

There are a number of landscapes, including the softly 
luminous “Umbrian Hilltown III,” by Wolf Kahn, and “Land- 
scape,” by Benjamin Kopman. Balcomb Greene’s “Woman 
Asleep” places a starkly white figure across the foreground 
against an extended background space. Hyde Solomon's 
“Easterly” is a decisive interworking of cold blue strokes 
with orange and yellow to build a tensely rhythmic design.

The area manager went out 
one night recently and, fol- 
lowing the advice he gives, 
took 53 fish, almost all blue- 
gill, in a few hours. 


In the seven days preceding 
last Tuesday, more than 9000 
fish were taken at Duck Creek. 

Statistics kept by Brakhage 
show that the 5985 anglers who 
visited the area last month 
took 16,580 fish. Included 
were 4740 bluegill, 6185 bull- 
heads, 2140 warmouth bass, 
1430 crappie and 890 bass. 

The only fish being taken 
in open water to any extent 
are bullheads. Shrimp and 
worms are the most effective 
baits for this species. 

Bass have spawned at Duck 
at er baits, worked 
For bass, Backhage prefers 
a popping bug on a spinning 
outfit at this time of the year. 
He uses a trailer hook on a 
14-inch or 16-inch leader. 

Bass and bluegill are often 
caught in the same place on 
the same lures at Duck Creek. 

Backhage expects that bass 
fishing soon will be almost as 
hot as bluegill fishing is now.

Boats are available for rent- 
al at the Duck Creek area, but 
fishermen may bring their own 
boats and use outboard motors 
up to 10 horsepower. 
Although the cost of boat 
rental went up from $1 to $2 
a day this year, rentals have 
increased about one-third, 
Brakhage observed. There are 


more fishermen. 

No daily permit fee is re- 
quired at Duck Creek. Fisher- 
men are required only to have 
a regular state license. 


Not all visitors to the area 
have gone away happy in re- 
cent weeks. A man and his 
wife from a town in southeast 
Missouri caught 54 warmouth 
bass in one day—24 above the 
legal limit for the two of them.

[a Plush comfort of his 

* patio, surveyed his seven- 
acre estate thoughtfully 
and mused aloud that re- 
tirement for Bob Hope 
also would mean the end 
of a small empire and 
unemployment for scores 
of employes. 

“More than 80 people 
are dependent on me 
and my ability to per- 
form,” Bob said, “I think about their futures as well as my 
own. They include writers, technicians, press agents, direc- 
tors, domestic help, agents, secretaries and a flock of 
others. 

“But I’m not being idealistic. If I don’t get better— 
and soon—lI’ll retire damned fast and use my energy to 
get well, I'm the only person who can really help myself.” 


Felled by exhaustion and a bleod clot in his 
left eye while entertaining American troops in 
‘urope last December, Bob still is a sick man. 
He suffers frequent dizzy spells, and twice col- 
lapsed during recent television rehearsals. 


> “THIS IS NOT a temporary slow-down for me,” he 
said. “I plan to keep taking things easy when I get my 
health back. This eye will take one or two years to clear 
up, and I’ve got to improve my general health. 

“I’m not a semi-invalid. I want to make that clear. But 
when I told my doctors I wanted to keep working they 
said, “Your corpuscles don’t know you're getting laughs.’ 

“If that clot had hit my heart or my brain instead of 
my eye, I can’t tell what would have happened.” 

Hope admitted his physicians are continuing to make 
@xaminations and that he is taking heavy medication. 

“But medicine alone won't do the job,” Bob told me. 
“I run down to Palm Springs every week. I lie around 
like a lizard and once in a while play nine holes of golf, 
riding around in a cart between shots. The truth is I need 
even more rest than I've been getting. My eye is better, 
but the trouble is vascular, and that’s a long haul.” 


A look at Bob’s schedule for the next few 
months is evidence of his enforced slowdown. He 
has just finished taping one more TV show, and 
that’s it until he is able to get back inte fuller 
activity. 


HE WAS SCHEDULED to go to New York in connec- 
tion with the opening there of his latest film, “Alias 
Jesse James,” but that was called off four days ago on 
orders of his doctors, This started rumors he had suffered 
a setback but Bob said this was not so. He explained: 

“The doctor said I’m still doing too much and not fol- 
lowing the schedule he laid out, It’s a little too much 
for me—the trip to New York—and I have to cool down 
again. The doctor is afraid all the confusion at the air- 
port, the Perry Como show, the interviews and so on, 
would knock me out. He told me, ‘If you don’t cut this 
out I'm going to hire a psychiatrist for both of us.’ 

“In August I plan to take the kids for a vacation in 
Canada,” said Bob. “Maybe I'll spend a couple of weeks 
at Pebble Beach in June. But no work. 


“One good thing about this situation is I'm 
seeing more of my family, The first few days I 
suffered from the jitters sitting around doing 
nothing. Fortunately, I've always been able te turn 
myself off and go to sleep anywhere, anytime. The 
drugs have helped keep me calm, too. I try to 
grab eight or nine hours sleep at night and a nap 
in the afternoons. But my blood pressure still 
jumps when I get excited. 


“WHAT A DIFFERENT PACE from my old routine! 
Nobody else moved as fast as I did. My physical problems 
began: a few years back when I was doing morning and 
evening radio programs, a weekly television show, movies 
and personal appearances. 

“An audience is like dope. Once you're used to it—the 
applause and excitement—you have to have it again. 

“T took on all these projects back in 1952, and that’s 
when the dizziness started. It was all because I'm a big 
ham. 

“Tt was ridiculous. I used bad judgment, The folly 
was I couldn't keep the money, and I was fighting myself 
in all mediums. During that period I did some of my 
lousiest TV shows.”

Gospel Boats Plied

IT WOULD BE FITTING if 
we could report that the steam 
calliope, which could be heard 
for miles on the Mississippi 
river, sometimes acted as the 
voice of the Lord, summoning 
the faithful to services aboard 
the historic church boat. But 
research does not bear this 
out. Research does tell us of 
“missionary ships,” “gospel 
boats” or “church boats” which 
plied the nation’s rivers, par- 
ticularly around the turn of the 
century. 

There was, for instance, the 
steamboat, “Megiddo.” It was 
painted a pure white, quite fit- 


ting for a boat that had the 
letters, “mission ship,” on the 
front of her pilot house. Up 
forward, arched over an open 
Bible, were the big letters, “In 
God We Trust” and between 
the “Megiddo’s” two smoke- 
stacks was the large lettering, 


175 feet long, had a 33-foot 
beam and drew three and a 
half feet of water. 

The “mission ship” had living 
quarters for the pilot, or pas- 
tor, and many of followers, 
a number of whom were home- 
less. The Rev. Mr. Nichols 
preached the second advent of 
Christ before the year 1941. 
He promised salvation to all 
who joined him.

A.M. A. Says It Has No Effect, Others Assert It Hasn't 
Had Fair Trial—University President Lost Job in Dispute 


Late in the summer of 1951, 
the Chicago Medical Society, 
disturbed by the publicity, the 
controversy, and Dr. Ivy's role 
in the whole thing, asked to 
see his case histories and to 
conduct its own investigation. 
Subsequently it published its 
own findings—all negative. 


After a hearing, before

CHICAGO, May 9. 


TEN YEARS AGO this spring 
a middle-aged Yugoslavian 
doctor with an unusual and 
somewhat mysterious back- 
ground arrived in this country 
from Argentina. He had with 
him a small vial containing a 
secret remedy which he called 
Krebiozen, and which he pre- 
sented later as a possible 
“cure” for cancer. 


His arrival was inauspicious. 
But the doctor and his drug 
were to touch off one of the 
longest and most heated con- 
troversies in medical history. 


After the first big flurry of 
publicity which attended the 
public announcement of Kre- 
biozen in 1951, most people for- 
got about the drug. But within 
scientific and medical circles, 
and among laymen who have 


personality and prestige of one 
man. 


He is Dr. Andrew C. Ivy, 
distinguished professor of 
physiology and head of the De- 
partment of Clinical Sciences 
at the University of Illinois 
Medical School in Chicago. He 
is Krebiozen’s most important 
champion. 


The story of Krebiozen in 
this country began with the 
arrival in 1949 of Dr. Stevan 
Durovie and his brother, Marco 
Durovic, from Argentina. Dr. 
Durovic, a bald man with a 
fringe of black hair, dark and 
piercing eyes and a frank and 
disarming manner, came to Dr. 
Ivy with a small vial contain- 
ing an infinitesimal amount of 
white powder, and a strange 
story. He had, he explained,

university had been 
by the Krebiozen controversy 
and morale was threatened. In 
November 1953, the board of 
trustees removed Dr. Ivy as 
vice president, but he retained 
his position as professor of 
physiology and head of the De- 
partment of Clinical Sciences.

He sent a statement to the 
Illinois Legislative Committee 
to Visit Educational Institu- 
tions, charging he had been 
accused of “fabricating evi- 
dence" which amounted to 
“rank libel.” The state legisla- 
ture appointed a commission 
to investigate the controversy 
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brought, not measles, but “the thing that’s going around.” 
Séveral weeks ago we visited his best little friend, just 
recuperating. Nothing happened. Little friend’s littler 
brother got them but we hardly paid any attention to him. 
Clearly we had some kind of immunity. 

Ten days later he was sent home from school. Fever. 
Cough. We routinely checked for Koplik Spots. Not a 
sign. Ah well, we figured, another virus. The next morn- 
ing we heard distress signals and investigated. The red- 
dest most multiple measles you've ever seen. 

In the olden days—my childhood—they darkened the 
room, quarantined the house and gave you bottles of red 
medicine. Nowadays they give capsules shaped like foot- 
balls and take the whole thing very casually. There really 
wasn’t much to it.

In recent weeks Krebiozen 
has again been making head- 
lines. One arose from an un- 
verified report that John Fos- 
ter Dulles might be treated 
with the drug. Another news 
story was about a new flareup 
of hostilities between the 
American Cancer Society and 
a newly organized group called 
“Committee for a Fair Test for 
Krebiozen.” 

This committee, headed by 
John M: Davis, a prominent 
and wealthy Chicagoan, charges 
intrigue between the medical 
profession and the cancer so- 
ciety to prevent a fair test for 
Krebiozen. 

The American Cancer Soci- 
ety, on the other hand, has of- 
fered to make exhaustive tests 
of Krebiozen, but in its own 
way. In a recent statement the 
society charged, “There is an 
organized pressure campaign 
designed to bludgeon the soci- 
ety into making tests of Kre- 
biozen under conditions not 
satisfactory to the scientific 
world,” 

To a confused and fascinat- 
ed public, two questions arise: 
Is it or is it not a cure for 
cancer? And, what is the has- 
sle all about? 


As to the first question, 
the American Medical Asso- 
ciation and the American 
Cancer Society have said 
flatly, on the basis of re- 
search conducted by the 
A.M.A.,, that Krebiozen is not 
@ cancer cure, and has no 
effect whatever on cancer. 


The Krebiozen Research 
Foundation, organized to fight 
the battle for Krebiozen, 
charges prejudice and unfair- 
ness in the manner in which 
the tests were conducted, and 
insists that its own tests have 
proved that Krebiozen, while 
not necessarily a cure for 
cancer in its present state of 
development, is an active agent 
in the control of cancer and 
may lead to a cure. 

As to what the hassle is all 
about, the battle over Kre- 
biozen is now a rather hope- 
less snarl of charge and 
counter - charges, controversies 
within controversies. 

A nationally-known medical 
scientist has staked his profes- 
sional reputation on Kre n, 
thus alienating himself from a 
large part of the medical and 
teaching profession. 


been conducting tests in his 
laboratory in Argentina, inject- 
ing horses to stimulate the re- 
ticulo-endothelial system, then 
separating from the serum of 
the horses by a secret process 
known only to himself a prod- 
uct which he had named Krebi- 
ozen, The word, coined from 
three Greek roots, means, 
roughly, “that which regulates 
growth.” 


The Durovic brothers said 
they were the sons of a former 
high official in Yugoslavia and 
were related to ex-Queen Hel- 
ena of Italy. Dr. Durovic said 
he was a graduate of the Bel- 
grade Medical College and 
that he later studied at the 
Pasteur Institute in Paris on a 
fellowship, doing cancer re- 
search. His brother, he said, 
had been a lawyer, a judge, 
and part owner of a munitions 
factory. 

During World War II, they 
said, they had been thrown 
into a concentration camp in 
Italy where they remained un- 
til 1942. With the help of ex- 
Queen Helena, they related, 
they obtained a Vatican visa 
and went to Argentina.. There 
Dr. Durovic resumed his ca- 
reer in research. 

When Durovic came to Dr. 
Ivy with Krebiozen, Ivy was 
courteous but cautious. He 
asked a doctor friend to try it, 
and report to him personally. 
Two patients, the friend told 
Dr. Ivy, showed prompt and 
dramatic improvement. Dr. 
Ivy then called three more doc- 
tors and asked them to use it. 
Some patients showed a re- 
markable loss of pain, Dr. Ivy 
reported, so he decided it was 
time to investigate thoroughly. 


Between 1949 and 1951, Dr. 
Ivy conducted tests on 22 can- 
cer patients. Then, on March 
26, 1951, came the now-famous 
meeting at the Drake Hotel at 
which Krebiozen was given to 
the public in a dramatic, if 
somewhat unprecedented man- 
ner. 

Presumably the meeting was 
intended primarily for doctors. 
But newspaper science writers 
had been invited and a mimeo- 
graphed press release prepared. 
Purpose of the meeting was to 
announce Krebiozen as “an 
agent for the treatment of 
malignant tumors.”

Among those at the meeting 
were two Chicago business men, 
Edwin Moore and Kenneth 
Brainerd, who were in and out 
of the Krebiozen controversy 
during its early days. At the 
meeting the impression was 
gained that Moore and Brain- 
erd had some kind of a deal 
with Durovic to handle Kre- 
biozen commercially. They had 
met Durovic at the airport 
when he arrived in Chicago 
and it has since been estab- 
lished that the pair had been 
in touch with Dr. Durovic be- 
fore he left Argentina. 

Later, however, the two men 
were charged by Durovic with 
having tried to get control of 
Krebiozen and, having failed, 
with having become part of an 
alleged conspiracy with the 
A.M.A., to discredit the drug. 

Conspicuous by his absence 
from the meeting was George 
D. Stoddard, president of the 
University of Illinois, He had 
not been invited. Nor had Dr. 
Stanley W. Olson, dean of the 
College of Medicine; Dr. War- 
ren H. Cole, head of the de- 
partment of surgery (formerly 
of Washingtgn University) and 
noted for h® work with can- 
cer; nor Dr. Danely P. Slaugh- 
ter, head of the tumor clinic. 


Shortly after the announce- 
ment of Kreblozen, two 
rather awkward aspects of 
the case arose.

The Durovice brothers had 
brought with them 200,000 am- 
pules which, they said, con- 
tained Krebiozen. For some 
reason which hasn't been ex- 
plained satisfactorily to this 
day, the Krebiozen had been 
dissolved in mineral oil before 
being put in the ampules. Each 
ampule contained such an in- 
finitesimal amount of the drug 
that, after having been sepa- 
rated from the mineral oil, it 
could only be detected with a 
microscope. But Krebiozen, 
Durovic insists, is a very po- 
tent agent. 

During the months which 
followed the first rash of pub- 
licity about Krebiozen, the 
medical profession began to 
take a long, cold look at the 
evidence. Doctors not actively 
siding with the Durovics gener- 
ally agreed it was flimsy and 
that too many questions about 
both the drug and the Durovics 
remain unanswered. 

The Cancer Committee of the 
Chicago Medical Society, after 
studying the research on Kre- 
biozen, issued a warning that 
“the evidence is far from coen- 
vincing.” Dr. Ivy's friends 
urged him to disassociate him- 
self from Krebiozen. Dr. Ivy, 
a man with a reputation as a 
coldly analytical researcher, 
replied with charges that a 
conspiracy was being built up 
against him. 


Somewhere along the line a 
bit of international intrigue 
was introduced. Commodore 
Alberto Carlos Barreira, for- 
mer under-secretary of aviation 
for Argentina and a friend of 
the Durovics, decided his 
friends were being pushed 
around in the United States, 
and flew here to help them. 

Barreira charged that he had 
uncovered a conspiracy be- 
tween Dr. J. J. Moore, treas- 
urer of the American Medical 
Association, and the afore- 
mentioned Edwin Moore (no 


relation) and Brainerd, to steal 
rebiozen and get rich. He al-

In October, 1951, the Amer- 
ican Medical Association Jour- 
nal published “A Status Report 
on Krébiozen.” Researchers had 
studied 100 cases in detail. The 
cases had come from six cancer 
clinics in four different parts 
of the country. Doctors who 
had used the drug had followed 
carefully the directions of Dr. 
Durovie and Dr. Ivy. 

The A.M.A: conclusions: “98 
patients out of the 100 failed to 
show evidence of improvement 
.. . the findings fail to con- 
firm the beneficial effects re- 
ported by Dr. Ivy and asso- 
ciliates.” 

Dr. Ivy charged immediately 
that the A.M.A.’s research, be- 
cause of prejudice and politics, 
was “falsified and superficial,” 
a view which he maintains to- 
day. 

Despite sessions held by the 
executive committee and the 
faculty of the College of Medi- 
cine to discuss the Krebiozen 
issue and Dr. Ivy's association 
with it, President Stoddard, a 
friend and admirer of Ivy, took 
the position that Dr. Ivy could 
investigate what he pleased on 
his own time, provided his ef- 
fectiveness at the university 
was not impaired. 

But the board of trustees, at 
an executive session in Novem- 
ber 1951, decided the time had 
come to take action and de- 
termine, if possible, if Krebio- 
zen had any value as a cancer 
remedy. President Stoddard ap- 
pointed a research validation 
committee, headed by Dr. 
Cole, head of the department 
of surgery. The six-member 
committee represented five 
universities. The medical pro- 
fession, including Dr. Ivy, 
agreed the men were com- 
petent and unprejudiced, The 
Cole committee submitted its 
report in September 1952. 


Summed up: “It is our be- 
lief that Krebiozen has no 
curative value in the treat- 
ment of cancer.” 


The committee 
however, that further tests 
might be made, providing the 
chemical nature of Krebiozen 
could be determined.

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Making a Rebellion 
Movie in Ireland 
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THEY WERE the initial company to use the new Irish 
Ardmore studio, 12 miles south of Dublin, the country’s first.

JULES VERNE in “From the 


1865, conceived of a giant gun 
barrel 900 feet long buried in 
the soil of Florida from which 
a space ship was to be “shot” 
to the moon. 

In the bottom 200 feet of the 
barrel was to be placed 400,000 
pounds of guncotton to furnish 


space ship from the earth with 
a speed of seven miles a second 
—escape velocity. 

What Jules Verne dismissed 
was the fact that once the 
charge of cotton ignited, the 


air in the barrel and thus be- 
come so hot it would melt. 

In the 1920s several scien- 
tists developed a modified moon 
gun situated on a 16,000-foot 
plateau at the equator. To 
solve the heat problem, they 
exhausted all the air from its 
3000-foot barrel. 

Later another scientist, Ba- 
ron Guido von Pirquet, decided 
a single charge would not suf- 
fice and arranged charges 
along the length of the barrel 
so the gases would have a 
chance to expand. 

Thus scientists for a long 
time have dreamed about using 
a “gun” to launch rockets. To- 
day, scientists are still investi- 
gating the idea and several 
have advanced a concept which 
may be the beginning of 
studies in “gun barrel” launch-

Safady says the Danes have 
begun a careful search to veri- 
fy a historic legend that Mem- 
non, a famed Trojan war hero, 
was entomed somewhere in the 
vicinity of the newly located 
town. Memnon, king of the 
Ethiopians, was killed in battle 
by Achilles, Greece's greatest 
warrior. 

There are various myths 
about Memnon’s tomb and his 
burial place has been pointed 
out at many places. The Paltos 
tradition is one of the oldest, 
dating back to about 500 B.C. 

The tentative excavations of 
Paltos, Safady says, determined 
that its oldest inhabited layer 
dated back to the late Bronze 
Age, between 1400-1200 B.C. 
They also established that the 
city’s defense castle stood on 
the eastern side of the Jeble

Crusader Fortifications. 

The expedition thén moved 
to dig in Tal Soukas and learn 
what its statitiestions would 
reveal about its periods of hab- 
itation.

Many Allied officials 
including some top United 
States government figures— 
thought it best to write off 
Berlin and get out quickly from 
the mili y indefensible city.

The Air Force that day hauled

that within four weeks this 
total could be hiked to 1500 
tons each 24 hours. And it en- 
visioned the airlift as an opera- 
tion that would last no more

MOSCOW.-STYLE 
TIPPING BLASTED 
IN SOVIET PAPER 


MOSCOW, May 9 (AP)—The 
tourist season has brought a 
new blast at tipping as prac- 
ticed in Moscow. 

There is supposed to be no 
tipping in the Soviet Union. 
The theory is that everybody 
gets paid for his work and it is 
beneath a worker’s dignity to 
accept a gratuity. 

But too many persons are 
letting dignity suffer for a few 
extra kopeks or a ruble or two, 
says Soviet Culture, a news- 
paper. It singled out program 
sellers at Moscow stadiums. 

Although programs sel] for 
30 or 40 kopeks—3 or 4 cents 
at the tourist rate—the pro- 
gram sellers when handed a 
one-ruble (10-cent) note, often 
profess not to have change. 

Kopeks are coins, Except for 
15-kopek pieces for use in pay 
telephones and 20-kopek pieces 
to pay bus fares, a Muscovite 
doesn't like to carry a pocket 
full of coins. 

So too many persons buying 
programs have to fork over a 
whole ruble, and the women 
sellers pocket an extra 60 or 70 
kopeks a throw.

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FOOD-FoR-PEACE 
MOVE MAY NOT 
GUTUS. SURPLUS 


'' ‘WASHINGTON, May 9 (UPI) 
~The international food-for- 
peace movement launched in 
Washington this week appa- 
rently offers little hope for 
substantial cut in the huge 
United States wheat surplus. 

A conference of five wheat-. 


nations—the United 
States, da, France, Aus- 
tralia and Argentina—set up a 
permanent committee to con- 
sider plans to expand commer- 
cial wheat sales and “aid” 
deals in which wheat is used 
to promote economic growth in 
ealemdbeeioned countries. 

But this first step toward 

ed use of surplus food 
to promote development and 
peace is not likely to choke off 
congressional moves for a big- 
ger, more ambitious program. 

Use Expanding Slowly. 

One reason is the official 
conference statement which 
foresaw the possibility only of 
“moderate increases” in total 
world use of wheat. Almost in 
the same breath, the confer- 
ence conceded that total world 
exports in the years ahead will 
have to expand to prevent 
present surplus stocks from 
getting larger. 

Secretary of Iture 
Ezra Taft Benson, who called 
the conference after President 
Eiseenhower embraced the 
food-for-peace idea in a mes- 
sage to Congress, announced 
the United States would. soon 
announce actions on these 
fronts: 

More aid. to the needy 
abroad with direct feeding 
programs. 

More emphasis on proj- 
ects permitting foreign cur- 
rencies received for United 
States wheat to be used for 


economic development. © 
Further a of, 

setting up nattional food re-. 

serves in food-short. greag,” 


With these announcements, 
however, there was heavy em- 
phasis in the official confer- 
ence statement on the need to 
protect normal commercial 
markets. This was believed to 
be reflection of complaints 
that United States sales for 
foreign currencies under a spe- 
cial disposal program had in- 
terfered with normal markets 
of countries like Australia and 
Canada. 

While the plans Benson out- 
lined will undoubtedly win ap- 
proval of many members of 
Congress, they will not satisfy 
those like Senator Hubert M. 
Humphrey (Dem.), Minnesota, 
who want special export ar- 
rangements to under-developed 
nations put on a long-term 
basis. 

One-Year Extension Proposed. 

The argument in this field 
centers mainly around the law 
under which United States sur- 
plus crops are exported for for- 
eign currency. The act is 
scheduled to expire again on 
Dec. 31, 1959, and the Admin- 
istration has recommended—as 
in the past—a one-year exten- 
sion. 

“There’s not a living mortal 
can justify that after all the 
studies showing the greatest 
need in under-developed coun- 
tries is for a long-range pro- 
gram so they can make firm 
plans,” Humphrey told a group 
of farm editors. 

“What we should be doing Is 
ioneering new markets with 
ong-term credits, soft curren- 

cy sales, barter and other 
methods.” 

Humphrey has sponsored a 
food-for-peace bill including all 
these ay egy In the House 
hearings have been held on a 

lan by Representative W. R. 
oage (Dem.), Texas, to offer 
needy nations food on 50-year 
loans. 

Humphrey concedes Con- 
gress is not likely to approve 
all his far-reaching food distri- 
bution proposals this year. But 
he predicts the Jawmakers, dis- 
satisfied with the present move- 
ment of food surpluses to hun- 
gry people overseas, will ap- 
prove at least a two-or-three- 
year extension of the foreign 
currency export program.

Admires Father. 

The young bachelor King 
seems to have retained a strong 
bitterness against those respon- 
sible for the outsing of his fa- 
ther, whom he deeply loves 
and admires. 

Although Baudouin appears 
withdrawn, he is full of sym- 
pathy for the poor and under- 
privileged, and there is evi- 
dence of an acute awareness of 
the needs of his subjects, 9,- 
000,000 Belgians and 13,000,000 
Africans of the Belgian Congo. 

He does little, however, to 
hide how bored he is by the 
heavy-medaled, rotund officials 
in striped trousers and morn- 
ing coats who elbow each other 
to get in on press pictures 
showing them shaking the 
king’s hand.

Routine at Home. 


At home Baudouin maintains 
a routine. He is driven from

morning. Generally he wears 
plain, often poorly cut, civilian 
clothes, When duties demand, 
he wears the khaki uniform of 
a lieutenant general. 


Mornings are spent studying 
documents and reports from 
his staff, consulting. with ad- 
visers and granting audiences 
to his ministers, private per- 
sonalities and newly-accredit- 
ed diplomats. 

On the king’s desk stands a 
large photograph of his father 
signed, “to my dear Baudouin, 
his father who is proud of 
him.” 

About 1 p.m., the king drives 
back to Laeken for lunch with 
his family. He drinks beer and 
a little wine, but nothing 


'stronger. He does not smoke. 


The king is an avid reader 
of history and science. He has 
a large collection of records, 
mostly classical works of Mo- 
zart, Bach and Beethoven. He 
often watches television, or 
movies loaned by commercial 
firms for showing in the pri- 
vate theater at Laeken cha- 
teau,

Esmerelda. They are the chil- 
dren of Princess Liliane, whom 
Leopold married in 1941, 

Was Boy Scout, 

Baudouin grew up at Lae- 
ken, the king’s residence just 
outside Brussels. A small class 
of selected boys was organized 
to give him a schoolroom at- 
mosphere, A Cub Scout pack 
and, later, a Boy Scout troop 
also were organized around 
the prince. 

One of his scout masters, 
Arthur Gilson, whom the 
scouts nicknamed “Puce” (flea) 
because of his small size, is 
now Belgium's defense minis- 
ter. 

In 1940 the German blitz- 
kreig swept over Belgium. De- 
spite the urging of his political 
advisers to flee, Leopold chose 
to remain in the occupied coun- 
try. A year later the king mar- 
ried Liliane Baels, the daugh- 
ter of a former province gov- 
ernor. 

As the end of the war 
neared, the retreating Germans 
sent Leopold and his family 
to a prison camp in Austria. 
The king was freed by the 
United States Seventh Army. 

In liberated Belgium politi- 
eal parties clashed violently 
over whether Leopold should 
return to his throne. The king 
was criticized for his refusal 
to go into exile during the 
war years and for the timing of 
his marriage. 

The king went into tem- 
porary exile in Switzerland. 
In 1949, in this period, Bau- 
douin visited the United States 
for the first time. 

Finally in 1950, a referen- 
dum was held in Belgium and 
about 57 per cent of the voters 
asked that Leopold be re- 
turned to the throne. He flew 
back to Brussels with his sons 
on July 22. 

Leopold Resigns. 

Communists and Socialists 
began strikes and demonstra- 
tions that sometimes turned in- 
to riots. Leopold resigned his 
royal functions and Baudouin 
took over as prince royal. 

One year later, the reluctant 
prince took the oath as king. 

Since then, Baudouin’s reign 
has been peaceful though there 
have been some small blund- 
ers. One of these occurred in 
February 1953, when he left 
for a visit to the French Ri- 
viera while inhabitants of the 

coast were recovering 
from disstrous floods caused by 
violent ocean storms.

Belgians are certain to give 
Baudouin's choice a tremendous 
welcome. 

Meanwhile, they never tire of 
standing for hours to applaud 
their shy, silent monarch. 


35,000,000 VISITORS

PARIS, May 9 (AP)—Seven- 
ty years ago a Spanish noble- 
man rode a rickety elevator to 
the top of the Eiffel Tower to 
become its first public visitor. 

Since then almost 35,000,000 
persons have visited the 984- 
foot steel skeleton, France's 
most popular tourist attraction. 


The name of the Spanish pi- 
oneer has been lost to history. 
But more distinguished guests 
have included Queen Victoria, 
Presidents Wilson and Eisen- 
mow and Sir Winston Church- 
ill, 


Thomas A. Edison wrote in 
the official guest book: “To Mr. 
Eiffel, engineer and brave 
builder of so gigantic and orig- 
inal a specimen of modern en- 
gineering.” 

To handle the huge flow of 
tourists—as many as _ 17,000 
a summer Sunday—the orig- 
inal elevator was replaced in 
1900 by a series of lifts, with 
two double-deckers serving the 
more popular lower two of the 
tower’s three observation decks.

Havana U., Closed Since Start 
Of Castro War, Is Reopening 


HAVANA, May 9 (AP) — 
Havana University resumes 
classes next Monday for the 
first time since December 1956, 
when Fidel Castro began his 
25-month civil war against 
Fulgencio Batista. 

Much of the student body of 

18,000 declared war on Batista 
in support of Castro. The uni- 
versity governing council closed 
the school to prevent blood- 
shed. 
Since the victory of the 
Castro rebels Jan. 1 the univer- 
sity has remained closed while 
the faculty underwent a shake- 
out of teachers considered 
friendly with Batista. Reopen- 
ing of the university was set 
after the powerful Students’ 
Federation agreed that the 
school had been cleansed of 
Batista followers. 

Hundreds of young Cubans 
went abroad for their higher

Student demonstra- 
tions against Batista caused 
university authorities to sus- 
pend classes for a month in 
1955 and when the classes were 
ended in 1956 they never 
started again.

a new “miracle grass’ — one 
that will genrminate in dry 
weather! 

He surely has a point, for 
newly seeded lawns have 
looked rather sad this year. 
March was just too chilly for 
good germination of seed, and 
the traditional April showers 
were so niggardly that now we 
are contending with a serious 
rainfall deficiency. 

Unfortunately, even the most 
conscientious day-to-day water- 
ing won't do as much good as a 
single soaking rain. In fact, it 
is so difficult to keep grassing 


- seedings properly moist that it 


may be just as well in some 
cases to refrain from watering 
at all, 

Grass seeds have such a 
tough “coat” that can 
safely stay in dry soil for a 
long, long time. After the 
seeds have been soaked, the 
embrayonic plants emerge. For 
the first few weeks these in- 
fant seedlings are so delicate 
that they wilt and die if the 
soil is allowed to dry out, even 
for a short time. 

When newly planted lawns 
are irrigated, they should, 
therefore, be watered at least

Burks & Landberg, the ar-

Scarcely completed in time 


for its dedication, the property 
is a monumental composition 
of Horseheads (‘New York) 
White Rose Brick and Salis- 
bury (Georgia) pink granite, 
with walls of glass.in alumi- 
num, interior woodwork of 
hand-rubbed walnut. Founda- 
tion and floors are of concrete. 
Floors are finished’ with cork 
patterned vinyl tile, except in 
halls and stairway, where gray- 
black terrazzo has been used. 

To the south, a plaza of con- 
crete, with raised planting beds 
and striping textured by trap- 
rock, stretches away to Mag- 
nolia avenue. There a main en- 
trance with broad flat steps 
bears the postal identification 
4401 Magnolia avenue. 

Near the center of the build- 
ing, to the west, a tall fence of 
brick with granite capping 
stretches away toward the lake. 
A section of this wall near the 
building is made of thick 
granite pickets, steel-ground 
into a sculpture that forms 
the back of a fountain on the 
garden side and, by reason of 
the picket formation, permits 
action of the fountain to be 
viewed from Magnolia avenue. 
Flanking the fountain on the 
garden side, granite blocks are 
engraved with the names of 
garden clubs and individuals 
who have provided the financ- 
ing for the building. This area 
is called “The Garden of 
Givers.” 

In function, this property is 
primarily a national records 
center and mailing office, with 
a room for meetings of the 
board of directors and another 
for secondary conferences. 

Along the east wall of the 
upper level are offices for the 
executive secretary, Mrs. Earl 
Hath; a corporate secretary and 
a bookkeeper. These offices are 
done in tones of green, with 
ceiling acoustically plastered, 
and with fluorescent. strip 
lighting having plastic diffus- 
ing shades dropped just below 
ceiling level. 

Overlooking the garden at 
this level is the board room. 
The board room also overlooks 
a glass-walled patio on the in- 
side, a hollow square flanked 
by corridors along the other 
three sides, and with a circular 
opening to the sky. From this 
patio rises a lacy-leafed locust 
tree, upon which mercury- 
vapor floodlights may be 
trained at night from positions 
in tiles below ground level.

When the 
water level in the can reaches 
one and one-half inches, the 
area around it has enjoyed a 
good “rain.” The effects of 
such an irrigation usually will 
last about a week. 


More frequent watering may 
be needed for some shallow- 
rooted plants, like perennials, 
annuals or tomato plants. With 
these (and larger plants, too, 
for that matter) it is a good 
idea ot test the soil from time 
to time. Dig it up a bit, if 
necessary, to see whether it is 
wet or dry. 


Make a Test. 


As.a matter of fact, an actual 
test of the soil is the only way 
to tell whether a plant really 
needs water. When a plant is 
“drowning” from the effects of 
over-watering, the leaves may 
wilt as though the plant lacked 
moisture. If such is the case, 
adding more water to the roots 
may be all that’s needed to 
complete the kill.

th. In hot windy weather, it 
may be desirable to spray the 
leaves two or three times a 
day. Spraying the leaves will 
revent serious water loss, and 
foliage and stems can 


Roses, English ivy, euony- 
mus, azaleas and other plants 
that were damaged by winter 
weather will appreciate an 
abundance of moisture at this 
season, when they are growing 
rapidly. These plants are best 
watered early in the day, so 
that the foliage will dry thor- 
oughly before nightfall. Mois- 
ture on the leaves during the 
night will encourage the spread 
of black spot and other foliage 
diseases. 

Incidentally, the spraying or 
dusting of roses should start 
as soon as possible. Early and 
regular care will keep the 
plants healthy and prevent the 
spread of insects and disease. It 
is much easier to keep these

Seattle to Get More Floating 
Bridges; Engineering Marvels 


By ROBERT COUR 
SEATTLE, May 9 (AP)— 
Riding on great, gray blocks 
of floating concrete, the world’s 
first and largest permanent 


floating bridge stretches east- 
ward from Seattle. 

It hugs the gently lapping 
waters of Lake W . 
and points a blunt finger at 
the snow-tipped Cascade moun- 
tains to the east. 

Except for one just. half its 
size in the remote island of 
Tasmania, the Lake Washing- 
ton bridge is the only one of 
its kind in the world. But soon 
Seattle wil be up to its ears 
in floating bridges. 

A burgeoning population in 
Beattle, across the lake and 
across the turbulent salt wa- 
ters of Puget sound, has cre- 
ated a need for two, and pos- 
sibly three, more bridges. 

In the Seattle area, bridges 
mean floating bridges because 
of the need for super highways 
across long stretches of deep 
water and at a cost which the 
state can afford. 

The present lake bridge cost 
$8,850,000, probably the best 
bargain the State of Washing- 
ton has ever made. 

A second Lake Washington 
floating bridge has been ap- 

roved by the state legislature.

Dewey Walker Wanted Solitude and He Found It in 
the Hills of Southern Illinois — There, for Many Years, 
He’s Enjoyed Peace and Contentment, Hating Nobody

IFTEEN YEARS AGO a Southern Illinois 
sawmill hand named Dewey Walker be- 
came fed up with town life and set out 

to become a hermit, not running away from 
‘ anything in particular but rather in pursuit of 
something he had always wanted—solitude. 
He had the main qualifications, namely the 
ability to make his living on the land and a 
total lack of family commitments. He was 
47 years old, single, and had done enough 
farming to know how. 

He found a place, a little patch of about 
five acres back in the hills southeast of 
Grand Tower, Illinois, about 100 miles south- 
east of St. Louis, and there he started from 
scratch. He has not had to see a physician 
in all that time, has found peace in his life 
of independence, and has no reason to re- 
gret his choice. Does he ever get lonely? 
“A fellow has too much in life for loneli- 
ness,” he says. He has to work to stay 
alive, to be sure, but he takes pleasure in 
the work he does, doing as he pleases. 

He is different from many hermits of 
old, in that he is not motiv by reli 
He has no Bible, in fact, and had not 
to church for years before he took to the 
hills. The nearest he has to a formal rule 
of life is the Golden Rule. He is a vege- 
tarian, uses no profanity, and drinks nothing 
but water. He does smoke, but grows his 
own tobacco and smokes it sparingly. He 
makes his own shoes, and many of his gar- 

and farming tools. 
alker is not embittered toward socie-

tect his crops from them. Even so he doesn’t 
get angry with them. “They got to live, 
too,” he says. 

He has no clock and no calendar, and 
does not keep track of the days of the week. 
Generally his day is from sunrise to sun- 
down, and of course he is more active in 
the summer than in the winter. He grows 
corn, Irish potatoes, sweet potatoes, cab- 
bage, tomatoes, beans; lettuce, radishes, 
onions, grapes, plums, strawberries and per- 
simmons—many things. For his wheat he 
does some work now and then for farmers 
living within two or three miles. They also 
pay him a small amount of cash, and he 
takes in a few more dollars from sassafras 
and ginseng, a medicinal herb he grows. 
The neighbor farmers take the sassafras and 
ginseng to town and sell it for him, and on 
these trips they sometimes pick up a few 
articles of clothing for him.

Instruments Gather and Record Data for Forecasters at Airport Facility 


St. Louis Weather Bureau employes go about their 
duties at their new headquarters at Lambert-St.

NDER THE PRESSURE of increasing demands for its 
services, the United States Weather Bureau and its 
many stations have turned to an array of mechanical 

and electronic equipment. The era when simple .observa- 
tions and a few measurements formed the basis for local 
forecasting has passed into history. Now all manner of 
automatic instruments that measure. temperatures, winds, 
clouds, precipitation, visibility and even sunlight are being 
used 


Such instruments fill the St. Louis Weather Bureau's 
new headquarters in the north wing of the old administra- 
tion building at Lambert-St. Louis Field, where all equip- 
ment and personnel of the former downtown office have 
been moved. The St. Louis station is linked with others 
throughout this country, Mexico and Canada in a complex 
communications web that permits rapid exchange of 
weather data. The amount of information collected is so 
enormous that electronic computers have had to be called 
into play to digest it in time to be of use. This process takes 
place at Weather Bureau headquarters in Washington; re- 
sults are then made available to individual stations in the 
network. 

Another service from Washington, provided to major 
stations like St. Louis, is the continuous transmission of 
weather charts prepared by top experts. This saves indi- 
vidual stations a tremendous amount of time. Local fore- 
casts with detailed regional information still must be pro- 
duced at the stations. Once the forecast is made, the 
information must be disseminated as quickly as possible. 
Airlines, moving into the jet age, are in particular need of 
fast service; often radio is the only practical way. ’ Tele- 

s relay weather information to newspapers, radio and 
television stations, and to many business firms. 

New equipment is constantly being developed to aid 
the forecasters. Soon coming into use is a self-operating 
weather station that records all essential information and 
automatically transmits it by teletype. This will help free 
the forecaster for the essential mental work of analysii: 
rather than spending time in the mechanical work of read- 
ing instruments and making recordings.

W PEOPLE in the twenties would have 

called the girls who danced the Charleston 
“old-fashioned.” Nor, for that matter, the 
women who dared wear the first form-fitting 
swim suits. They were the models of their 
“modern” age—and now are the mothers and 
grandmothers of girls today. 

But as up-to-date as these women may 
have been then, they were (through no choice 
of their own) old-fashioned, in one particular 
way.

On Parade 


Legalized gambling for Hot Springs. 
Ark., has been rejected by the Arkan- 
sas State Senate—and onc major 
reason, according to the bill's chief 
backer, was PARADE’s article (March 
1), Legalized gambling is poison, by 
Gov. LeRoy Collins of Florida. 

The local-option bill, sponsored by 

Sen. Q. Byrum Hurst, aimed at climi 
nating illegal gambling and making a 
profit for the county. Three days 
after the article’s appearance, the bill 
‘came to a vote. It was able to muster 
no more than four votes. 
_ Commented the Little Rock Arkan- 
sas Gazette editorially: “No better an- 
swer to [Senator Hurst's} premise 
could have been offered than the arti 
cle by Governor Collins . . .” 

The Governor's blast had other 
echoes. The Yakima, Wash., Republic 
similarly pointed out that the article 
touched on “a subject currently going 
the rounds.” 

Many Floridians and Florida news- 
papers commended the Governor, and 
so did clergymen across the US. 

Wrote Rev. Nils C. Ocsleby of 
Madison, Wis.: “More power to you.” 

Rev. Donald E. Williams of Atlas, 

Mich., praised “a viewpoint with 
facts, experience and personal stature 
to back it up.” 
- But comment on this controversial 
issuc was not all. one-sided. Onc of 
the strongest “antis” came from a con 
stituent of Governor Collins, John k. 
Hichborn of Miami. He wrote of the 
article: “The statement seems to be 
a confession of doubt as to moral 
stamina of public officials.”

OU VE HEARD OF the Quiet American, the Angry 
Young Man, the Declining American Male. Now 
there’s another type: the Pooped American Mother. 
Increasingly, doctors the nation over are confronted 
by mothers who drag themselves around, seeing every- 
thing through a slightly blue haze of fatigue. These 
mothers look like yesterday's gardenias—and feel like 
them, too. 


Last month, Dr. Leonard Lovshin of the Cleveland 


Mother before a huge meeting of doctors. He and other 
medical authorities see the Pooped or Tired Mother 
as a sign of our times. 7 

Let's look for a moment at the problem as the ex- 
perts see it. And then, let’s turn to what you can do 
about it —if you happen to be a Pooped Mother. 


Exactly who is pooped? ' 


Studies, including Dr. Lovshin's, show that count- 
less mothers ranging in age from 20 up are fatigued. 
They have no physical illness. They have no important 
mental ailment. They're just bushed. 

All these mothers seem to have several things in 
common. First, they have forgotten there are 24 
hours in a day. They schedule 26 hours of activities 
each day. Well, not each day. Just 26 or 27 out of 
the month's 30. 

The Pooped Mother also is the Dem Mother, the 
PTA Mother, the Permissive Mother,.the Chauffeur 
Mother, the Entertaining Mother, the Sunday School 
Mother, the Solicitous Mother. Well, you get the idea. 

At age 20, energy available to mother sometimes 
equals energy output. As the mother grows older, 
though, say in her 30s and 40s, her energy decreases 
but her activities may increase. 

When that happens, you have a Pooped Mother on 
your hands. 


Treatment if you are pooped 


Suddenly, one day, the Pooped Mother (typically) 
says to someone near and dear: “I feel awful. I am 
going to the doctor. He will fix me up.” 

So she presents herself to the doctor. 

He listens attentively (sometimes) and at once 
recognizes the symptoms. He knows, too, that this 
Pooped Mother is doing too much. She is spreading 
herself wafer-thin, and that’s not good. 

Now here’s where some of the studies come in. 
They show that, typically, the doctor tells his Pooped 
Patient one of three things: 

1) Do away with something. Usually, the mother 


Clinic delivered a talk about the Pooped American - 


is told to stop smoking so much, stop drinking, stop 
eating this food or that. Your day-to-day living habits 
need a shake-up, many such mothers are told. Some- 
times they go along with the gag. Often, when they do, 
they cannot understand why they still feel pooped. 

2) Add something. Whole industries have grown 
up on the premise that you should take something to 
‘build you up if you are pooped. 

It has been noted that some doctors prescribe pills 
that you, the Pooped Mother, can take at home. Still 
other doctors tell the Pooped Mother to keep coming to 
their offices for injections of one anti-fatigue therapy 
or another. 

A few doctors have noted that the difference be- 
tween taking something out of a bottle and getting 
injections is the office fee. 

3) Substitute something. Still another approach 
to the problem of the Pooped Mother is the substi- 
tution gambit. The doctor says: “Cut out coffee and 
drink tea.” Or, “Cut out tea and drink coffee.” 

Special diets are big in the substitution approach. 
Emphasize protein. That's one dietary way to the 
patient’s heart. Emphasize carbohydrates, roughage, 
yellow vegetables, green vegetables, fluids, solids, 
semi-solids. 

They’re-all part of the substitution plan. Of course, 
such diets don’t do any harm—when prescribed by 
the doctor. But there's a big question whether they do 
much good in attacking the problem of Poopitis. 


Pooped types you know 


First, there's the perfectionist. Everything has to be 
just so. If there’s a dinner party on Friday night, this 
Pooped Mother starts working and planning the previ- 
ous Tuesday for it. By the time the guests are sched- 
uled to arrive, she’s so pooped she has to take a few 
cold showers just to stay awake. 

Then there’s the overzealous-with-the-kids mother. 
“I don't want to deprive my kids of anything,” says 
this mother, stoutly defying any challenge. So she 
knocks herself out for the kids. Most of her effort 
during the waking day and on into the night is aimed 
at living her conviction that “nothing counts but the 
children.” 

Still a third type is the I-don’t-want-to-miss-any- 
thing mother. She's the compulsive scheduler. There’s 
something on her calendar for 9:14 a. m., 10:37, 
11:51, 12:38 p.m. and so on, day in and day out, 
month in and month out. 

How can she pursue such a rigorous schedule? 

Let's look at the labor-saving devices. Today, there’s 
push-button living, remember? You push a button, 
and the clothes get done; another, and the dishes get 


cleaned; still another, and the car shoots forward. 
Then there are the freezers, quick-to-prepare meals 
and other kitchen conveniences, All take the drudgery 
out of a housewife’s life. They make things easy. _ 

And they give mother a wonderful freedom to move. 
She wouldn’t part with the Push-Button Emancipa- 
tors for a moment—and rightly so. If she did, she 
would get pooped at home instead of somewhere else. 


Is it dangerous to be pooped? 


Looking at this from still another standpoint, doc- 
tors point out why it isn’t good for you to be pooped. 

First, you lower your resistance. That means the 
germs find you rather an easy mark. People who are 
pooped are more likely to get siok. 

Second, you don’t perform as well, either at home 
or elsewhere. Socially, a Pooped Mother is not the 
most delightful company. She is likely to appear as if 
she had just been dazed by a piece of crockery rico 
cheting off her head. ; 

If she has a job, she’s likely to misplace an impor- 
tant memo, irritate the boss, fail to -hear what her fel- 
low employes are trying to get across. 

Then, of course, the Pooped Mother may really 
ache. Fatigue makes your arms feel heavy, after all. 
Right in the small of your back there’s likely to be a 
dull, low-key pain. 

Headache sometimes accompanies the fecling of 
being pooped. So does lack of appetite. In a word, 
when you're a Pooped Mother you feel like a rusty nail. 


What to do? 


Let's say you are pooped and you go to your doctor. 
He examines you thoroughly but finds nothing physi 
cally or emotionally wrong. He may or may not start 
you on one of the three approaches to the “tired 
syndrome.” But can you help yourself? 

Most doctors believe you can, if you aré willing to 
give it an honest try. Your habits need jiggering a bit, 
but if you are really pooped (and nothing else ) the 
benefits are worth the effort. 


No. 1— Make your decision 


First, you have to admit to yourself that you are 
really tired. You have to recognize the symptoms of 
being pooped. 

Once you've done that, you've accomplished 4 
great deal. You have made an admission that can put 
you on the road to freedom from being bushed. 


No. 2— Move to slow down 


This may sound difficult — and for many Pooped 
Mothers it is. Once you recognize you're pooped, you

SHIRLEY MacLAINE? 


If it does, Hollywood will be bitterly disappointed

HOLLYWOOD. 

nN 1955, when Shirley MacLaine first came out 

here, PARADE put her on its cover and predicted 

that, “given one good break,” this pert, saucy redhead 
would rocket to stardom. 

It's taken four years but Shirley, at 25, has made it. 
Her “one good break” came a few months ago when 
she was co-starred in Some Came Running. In. this 
picture Shirley plays the part of Ginny, “a real slob of 
a night-club girl” who follows Frank Sinatra, part-time 
gambler and writer, to his home town. Shirley por- 
trayed the good-hearted, hard-luck kid with such 
pathos and painstaking insight that she won rave 
notices and an Academy Award nomination. 

More important, she proved that she was more than 
a song-and-dance girl with a mobile face and a curva- 
ceous figure. She proved that she had a personality the 
public liked, and that she could act. 

Such girls are almost extinct in Hollywood, which 
is why every studio in town wants to sign Shirley. No 
fool, she has upped her asking price per picture from 
$15,000 to $250,000, with more takers than she has 
time to satisfy. For example, in a few weeks, after 
finishing Career, Shirley leaves for Japan, then for 
Yugoslavia, to star in Seven Women for Dino De 
Laurentiis. Then she’s penciled in for The. Elsie Janis 
Story at MGM. After that comes The Apartment, with 
Jack Lemmon, for director Billy Wilder. By then the 
comedy she has just finished for MGM, Ask Any Girl, 
should be in release. And Shirley by that time should 
be hotter than ever. 


Going Hollywood 


What happens to an ex-chorus girl who subsisted on 
peanut-butter sandwiches in New York, then makes 
the trek to Hollywood and works herself up to the 
point where she cah command $250,000 a film? 
Does she go Hollywood? 

That's the normal reaction, as this town has seen 
it in stars, men and women of little background and 
education; corrupted by power and money. One star 
refuses to talk to newspapernien who ask her “the 
wrong questions.” Another's behavior is a proper sub- 
ject for a psychiatrist to unravel. Still another has 
taken to charging:25 cents an autograph. 

Will any of this happen to Shirley MacLaine? Will 
she Start giving little people the brush-off? Will she 
throw her weight around? 

These are questions the movie colony is asking 
about Shirley.*Movie folk are asking them because 
they remember her as the most warm-hearted, honest, 


friendly, down-to-earth, no-airs actress ever to hit this 
town. Time and again people have pointed to Shirley 
and said, “There's the one kid who, if she ever makes 
it, won't go Hollywood.” 

When Shirley first arrived-in Hollywood, she con- 
fessed at once that she had never taken an acting les- 
son in her life. She told parape, “Boy, am I lucky! I 
was Carol Haney’s understudy on Broadway in The 
Pajama Game. One night she fractured her ankle, and 
I took over, and that was the night a Hollywood pro- 
ducer was sitting in the audience, and that’s how I 
got out here.” She was forthright, funny, cooperative, 
completely devoid of any affectation or the hostility 
quotient generated by so many ambitious and frus- 
trated young actresses. ’ 


Life in a Beach Shack 


After she married Steve Parker, a young, handsome 
stage producer, Shirley moved into a beach shack out 
near Malibu, still refused to put on any airs although 
she had done a good acting job for Alfred Hitchcock 
in The Trouble with Harry. 

Even after she played the female lead in Mike 
Todd's Around the World in 80 Days, Shirley declined 
to move in the social circles of the movie colony. She 
remained on a level with the gatemen, exchanging 
gags, swapping gossip, inexorably winning the friend- 
ship and admiration of the working men and women. 

In time, to be nearer the studio, Shirley and her 
husband took a house in North Hollywood, a small, 
unpretentious place where they began to raise their 
daughter, Stephanie, born in the fall of 1956. The 
house overlooked an old burlesque theater, but Shirley 
didn’t care. “Just think how popular it makes me with 
men,” she used to say. 

Following her success in Some Came Running, how- 
ever, Shirley has moved into a new house in Royal 
Oaks. She“is building a swimming pool and is doing 
the house in oriental modern “or modern oriental, 
whichever you like better.” She and her husband have 
also bought a house near Tokyo, because husband 
Steve Parker, who is interested in furthering relations 
between the peoples of East and West, produces shows 
in Japan, and it looks as if Shirley will be spending 
whatever time off she has from pictures in the Orient. 
She also has a lawyer-business manager, David Licht— 
“we've had him for some time,” says her husband— 
and Shirley recently hired a press agent. 

There are some who predict this will do Shirley no 
good, and may even antagonize the working news- 
papermen who have always loved her and considered

_ More education for our money? 


VERYONE KNOws that American education will 
soon need far more than the $20 billion a year 
it now is getting. There is nothing alarming about this. 
Of the many goods and services for which the Ameri- 
can people spend their money, none offers a sounder, 
more worth-while or more promising long-range in- 
vestment than education. 
The question is not whether we shall have to spend 
thore money for education but how much more. The 


Rockefeller Brothers Fund Report on Education pro- . 


posed that educational outlays be doubled within a 
decade. If that is done, education (higher and lower, 
public and private) will be receiving about $40 bil- 
lion a year by the late 1960s. Pe 

Yet homeowners have been getting increasingly un- 
happy with their tax bills. And the weight of new 
taxes — on real estate, income, sales, business —._ still 
would fall upon the great majority of the people, 
whether homeowners or renters, through bigger tax 
bills or higher prices. The unpleasant fact is that there 
is no way money can be obtained painlessly. 

It is small wonder then that much creative thought 


. is being given to keeping further increases to a mini- 


mum. New ideas and methods are being developed 
that aim at making fuller, better use of teachers and 
facilities, just as industry long ago learned that the 
avenue to higher wages and steadily improving living 
standards is greater productivity. 

In the public elementary and high schools, the 
number of pupils increased 30 per cent between 1929 
and 1957, the number of teachers 51 per cent. 

Of course, the schools have added many services and 
programs not in existence in 1929. Pupils now receive 
much more individual attention. Even more important, 
a comparison of numbers alone does not give credit to 
changes in quality. Has the quality of education im- 
proved? This is probably the most emotion-charged 
and controversial question on the educational scene 
today. If it is answered yes, then we may well conclude 
that the use of more manpower in the schools .is 


* justified. 


Ways to Stretch Dollars 


But aside from the controversy over the p&st, the 


crucial question for the future is: Can we make bettér _ 


use of the resources that will become available? 


Some of the methods for getting greater value from . 


the school dollar, suggested or tried, are: 

Better school organization. Experts have suggested 
that it takes at least 1,200 pupils to run a school dis- 
trict with reasonable efficiency. But less than 10 per 
cent of all.school systems enroll 1,200 or more. Fewer 
than half have as many as 50 pupils. Many of these 
school systems cannot offer an adequate program. 

Many states have made great strides in reorganizing 
their schools into units of larger size. But there re- 
mains a hard core of resistance that obstructs the crea- 
tion of more efficient school districts. |

some large cities as New York and Chicago now is 
10 to 15 per cent smaller than in 1930. But teaching 
staffs-have grown. In 40 large-city systems, the pupil- 
teacher ratio has dropped an average of 7/2 pupils 
per class over the past 25 years. 

Many studies have been undertaken to prove the 
educational advantage of small classes over large. But 
most researchers found no evidence that children 
learn more in smaller classes. Three recent studies — 
in Connecticut, Colorado and New York — showed 
no difference. 

One reason for the decline in class sizes is the prac- 
tice of promoting almost all children each year. As a 
result, the range in achievement within a class_be- 
comes wider at the higher grades; it may be three, four 
or five grades. In a class with children so far apart, the 
teacher must maintain several level§ and give more in- 
dividual attention — which she can do only in smaller 
classes. 

There have been recent signs of a reversal of auto- 
matic promotion. The system of parallel “tracks” is 
spreading. More schools recognize that children do not 
mature at uniform rates and should be grouped accord- 
ingly. Under such grouping, it may be possible to 
instruct larger classes. 

The all-year school. Sooner or later, ways must be 
found to employ teachers and buildings more than the 
usual 180 days a year. Former U.S. Commissioner of 
Education Earl McGrath suggested. in PARADE (June 
2, 1957) reducing vacations and fitting four years of 


high school into three years. Raymond Wyman, asso- 


ciate professor of education at the University of Massa-— 


chusetts, suggested extending the school year to 225 
days of four hours each, thus allowing two shifts of 
children to use the same-classrooms. 

The three-quarter plan has received more attention 
than all others. This staggered-vacation system would 
allow classrooms to accommodate one-third more chil- 
dren. All these plans would reduce the number of 
teachers needed, raise teachers’ pay and permit school 
boards to be more selective in hiring. 

Television and films, The instructional use of TV 
and films has been growing. Not only individual lec- 
tures but whole courses are being put on film. Said 
the president of Educational Testing Service, Henry 
Chauncey, recently: “Sooner or later, I am’ convinced, 
we must come to the full use of films and television 
to carry on the regular instructional burden, with the 
teacher functioning as a planner and overseer of each 
student’s progress.” 


TV's Controversial Role 


It appears that TV and films could help save man- 
power.” Whether they should be so employed — or 
only as an added attraction — is controversial. 

Competitive pay for teachers. School teachers are 
paid according to college credits and years of experi- 
ence. They progress in annual steps to the top of the 
scale, usually in about 12 years. Their college class- 
mates may advance more rapidly. Thus ambitious col- 
lege students — particularly men and _ particularly 
majors in science and math — are more likely to 
choose business careers. st 

It has been suggested that the schools pay teachers 
competitively, according to the job market in their 
specialty and in keeping with the quality of their 
work. Several communities are experimenting with 
the idea of merit pay. (See PARADE, October 19, 
1958.) : 

School building costs. Available information seems 
to show that by and large a good job is being done in 


‘planning schools. Costs per square foot seem to have 


risen less in school buildings than in other construc- 
tion. 

Costs per classroom or per student, -however, have 
increased more_rapidly largely because of more gen- 
erous building space allowance per pupil. 

Clearly, every community has the right to decide 
how spacious a building it wants. It should not be 
criticized for providing more than mere essentials. 
But school districts with limited bonding or taxing 
capacity should be careful not to engage in ambitious 
plans until they are certain they can_meet their future 
classroom needs. 

The type of action taken on the six points above 
will have a major bearing upon the size of the school 
bill in the years ahead. Unquestionably, more dollars 
will bé needed for education. The great task will be to 
make them count for better education. a

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Wiseman. It came to Maryland in 1634.

HEN HE'S ON DUTY at the Penta- 
gon, Lieut. Col. Joseph Wiseman 
of the Air Force is concerned with guided 
missiles and outer space. But when Joe, 
his wife Margaret and their three sons 
travel, they try to visit a place flavored with 
the past—and the earlier and more au- 
thentic it is the better. 

On a recent long week-end the Wise- 
man family turned up a real find at An- 
napolis and Maryland's Eastern Shore. As 


‘they saw it, Annapolis—best known as the 


home of the ©.S. Naval Academy—is an 
unchanged 18th century city of brick- 
paved sidewalks, attractive colonial houses 
and scenes of important events in history. 
As early as the 1600s, Annapolis was a 
seaport and center of political life. Once 
it was the national capital, and here, at 
the end of the Revolution, George Wash- 
ington appeared before Congress to resign 
as commander in chief. The State House, 
where Washington took his leave, still is 
used today by the state legislature — the 
oldest building in the U.S. used by a law 
making body. 
* To the Wisemans, the charm of Annap- 
olis and the Eastern Shore was that sense 
of continuity, the “lived-in” qualities that 
helped them to see how Americans carried 
on their daily affairs two centuries ago. 
Every member of the family found some- 
thing of interest. The parents admired 
architecture and interior furnishings. 
Jody, 14, was engrossed.with St. John’s 


College, third oldest in the country. The. 


nautical-minded younger boys, Jack, 10, 
and Jim, 8, found oyster boats, old ship- 
yards, a tiny ferry dating from the 1700s 
and, of course, the Naval Academy. 


Pockets of the Past 


This year you can travel through his- 
tory, too, finding the same kind of enjoy- 
ment. Pockets of the past, once inaccessi- 
ble, are becoming easier to reach as a 
result of new highway construction. As 
thg’ nation becomes more interested in its 
heritage—“mass historia,” one travel ex- 
pert calls it—national shrines are record- 
ing attendance peaks. And so are com- 
munities like Annapolis, which preserve 
the flavor of the past. 

No matter where you live, history can 
be found within a few miles of your back- 
yard. 

On their visit, the Wisemans found 
walking the most practical means of get- 
ting around the city’s narrow streets. 

At the State House, the official guide 
showed them the high points of the State 
House, completed in the 1770s. In the 
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past—right now 


old Senate chambet, about the size of a 
small theater lobby, the entire Congress 
assembled to hear Washington reject all 
“public employments.” In the year 1784, 
in the same room, the treaty of peace with 
England was approved. In the old House 
of Delegates chamber are paintings of 
Maryland's four signers of the Declaration 
of Independence —Charles Carroll of Car- 
rollton, William Paca, Thomas Stone and 
Samuel Chase. 

The State House dome, largest wooden 
dome in the country, weighs 160 tons and 
is built without a single nail. 

On the second floor, the Wisemans met 
Gov. Millard Tawes, who showed them 
around his office with its valuable original 
silver doorknobs and hinges, and also gave 
them a short course in Maryland history. 
It is a Maryland tradition that when the 
Governor has no appointments he greets 
State House visitors. 

“In 1634,” the Governor said, “two 
small ships, the Ark and the Dove, landed 
in southern Maryland. The settlers estab- 


lished a capital at St. Mary's City. Their 
Religious Toleration Act, guaranteeing 
freedom of worship, was a model of toler- 
ation in a world of religious bitterness.” 

Before 1700, the Governor continued, 
the capital was moved to Annapolis. Today 
the city still has about 100 18th-century 
houses still standing and lived in—prob- 
ably more than any city in the country ex- 
cept Philadelphia. 


A Maiden Neglected 


One of the most distinguished is the 
Hammond-Harwood House, which many 
authorities consider the finest of the pe- 
riod. The man who built it, Matthias Ham- 
mond, lavished so much attention on 
building it for his fiancee that she felt 
neglected and threw him over. The visit- 
ing Wisemans admired brick exteriors and 
handsome doorways, rich paneling and 
period furnishings. Even the kitchen is 
complete with pewter utensils. 

From there the family walked a half 
block to the Naval Academy, a relative

At Oxford, on the shore of the Tred 
Avoh, the Wisemans wandered through a 
tiny village by-passed by history. Founded 
300 years ago, Oxford once was Mary- 
land's largest port. Today it is known 
mainly for its boatyards. Jack and Jim 
watched incredibly as workmen fashioned 
sleek cruisers with primitive hand adzes 
and chisels. “We still believe they produce 
the best results,” the yard foreman said. 

From the Robert Morris Inn—once the 
home of the Revolutionary ~ merchant- 
financier —they leoked out to a tiny harbor 
that in summer is crowded with yachts and 
fishing boats. Then Jack and Jim dashed 
to the ferry slip to hoist a signal summon- 
ing the ferry across the Tred Avon. Passen- 
gers have used the same banner for service 
since the ferry was set up in the 1700s. 
Now diesel-powered and with a three-car 
capacity, the ferry and its 10-minute river 
voyage closed the Wisemans visit with a 
peaceful finale.

13 to Cape Charles, Va., then take a ferry 
across Hampton Roads to Norfolk. 

But if you're miles from Maryland, you 
may want to begin your travels somewhere 
nearer home.

Newport, R.1.: The city preserves parts 
of two earlier eras. Washington Square re- 
calls the New England colonial seaport 
days; Ocean Drive retains turn-of-the- 
century seaside elegance. 

Galena, Iil.: Once a roistering lead-mining 
and steamboating town, sometimes called

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Chicago prepares to tell a royal visitor rn 


LIZ, YOU'RE WELCOME 


CHICAGO, ILL. 
To those with a sense of history, the warm welcome 
that awaits Queen Elizabeth II in Chicago this sum- 
mer means that the British royal family finally has 
conquered the nation’s second largest metropolis. 

The Queen and her husband, Prince Philip, will 
visit here July 6, during the opening of the St. 
Lawrence Seaway, and Mayor Richard J. Daley says, 
“The people of Chicago and mid-America look for- 
ward to extending the hand of friendship and hos- 
pitality to the Royal Family.” 

But 30 years ago, the only hand a Chicago mayor 


offered to extend toward a British monarch was one 
to deliver “a punch on the snoot.” That's what “Big 
Bill” Thompson, three-time mayor of Chicago, prom- 
ised Elizabeth’s grandfather, King George V, if he 
didn’t keep his royal “snoot out of Chicago's schools.” 
King George never commented on that. Nor did he 
ever visit Chicago. But his granddaughter will, in per- 
fect confidence that her profile and her dignity will 
remain intact. Chicago today is a different city than it 
was 30 years ago, when “Big Bill” was campaigning in 
a 10-gallon tan Stetson and an anti-British mood. 
International travel and local growth have made 


Chicago one of America’s most cosmopolitan cities. 
More planes land and take off at Chicago these days 
than anywhere else in the U.S. And the population 
now is 3,620,000, compared to 2,700,000 in “Big 
Bill’s” day. 

The colorful politician, born William Hale Thomp- 
son in 1869, was a master showman who went so far 
as to stage Wild West rodeos in the Loop in his drive 
for votes. His big aim was to make Chicago “the most- 
talked-about city in the world,” and he campaigned for 
anything newsworthy, from “America First” to a five- 
eent streetcar fare..He picked on King George as a 
campaign target in 1927, and promptly won interna- 
tional attention. He said that King George had 
“sneaked” British propaganda into the history text- 
books used in Chicago schools, and warned that the 
“King of England better keep out of Chicago.” 

The charge produced such immediate headlines 
that Thompson kept up his verbal barrage at King 
George for a few years, until he left the Mayor's office. 

Thompson's anti-British remarks may have been 
taken seriously during the 1920s. But today it is doubt- 
ful that any Chicago citizen would throw anything at 
Queen Elizabeth except bouquets. 

The Queen will get her fill of flowers during her 
one-day visit, along with lunch, dinner and a baseball 
game. The royal couple is due to arrive in Chicago at 
10 a.m. aboard the yacht Britannia. Mayor Daley will 
tend them a luncheon, then escort them to the ball- 
park. In the evening the state of Illinois will igh a 
dinner honoring the royal couple. 

The Queen and her husband will reboard dens 
yacht the same night, then steam off for Sault Ste. 
Marie and the rest of the international ceremonies 
officially opening the great artificial seaway between - 
the U.S. and Canada. 


Cowboys and Elephants 


Former Mayor Thompson, who died ini 1944, prob- 
ably would have considered this program somewhat 
tame. A big man with bigger publicity ideas, Thomp- 
son kept Chicago lively on festive occasions with cow- 
boys, pretty girl rope twirlers, camel parades and even 
elephant processions. 

Chicago’s present administration plans no such rev- 
elries to mark Elizabeth's visit, although the Queen 
may ride through the city in a guarded motorcade. 
Her visit is official, in line with Mayor Daley’s formal 
statement, which calls the royal visit “a historic event.” 
His statement goes: 

“Chicago is deeply honored to have her Majesty 
Queen Elizabeth II and Prince Philip visit here on the 
occasion of the opening of the St. Lawrence Seaway. 

“The opening of this great inland waterway will 
strengthen the ties between Canada and the United 
States. Chicago—the terminal of the waterways—will 
certainly be drawn closer to the British Commonwealth 
of Nations. Our destinies are bound together, and the 
St. Lawrence Seaway will make this even more true. 

“We feel certain that Her Majesty's visit to Chicago 
will be a historic event that will further the bonds of 
lasting friendship between the people of the United 
States, Canada and Great Britain.” 

While this statement is at odds with the expressed 
sentiment at City Hall 30 years ago, even Mayor 
Thompson might have relaxed his anti-British feelings 
in the presence of Queen Elizabeth. For history tells

MOTHER 
NEVER KNEW!

W PEOPLE in the twenties would have 

called the girls who danced the Charleston 
“old-fashioned.” Nor, for that matter, the 
women who dared wear the first form-fitting 
swim suits. They were the models of their 
“modern” age—and now are the mothers and 
grandmothers of girls today. 

But as up-to-date as these women may 
have been then, they were (through no choice 
of their own) old-fashioned, in one particular 
way. The way in which they coped with that 
age-old problem of monthly sanitary protec- 
tion. And why? Because, until now, few ad- 
vances have been made in this particular 
field of feminine hygiene. 

Of course, there was the introduction of 
the first commercial sanitary napkins after 
World War I. These offered the advantage of 
being disposable and were an improvement 
over the home-made pads that women had 
used for generations. However, the problems 
of twisting, binding and slipping, along with 
chafing and odor, were ever present. 

And as for tampons (which came along a 
decade later)—these had so many apparent 
shortcomings, like bulky cardboard appli- 
cators, that the majority of women were 
reluctant to use them. 

Pondering this problem some years ago, the 
late Arthur B. Donovan, a prominent Boston 
doctor and obstetrician, decided it was time 
to do something about it. He saw the obvious 
need for a better, more comfortable method 
of sanitary protection. 

Like many physicians, Dr. Donovan had, 
for years, employed “tamponage” in his prac- 
tice. This medical principle of internal absorp- 
tion, he knew, was sound. Here, it seemed, 
was the best starting point. 

Internal absorption, he reasoned, would 
eliminate odor—do away with chafing and 
irritation. It would be completely invisible, 
eliminating ridges and bulges beneath cloth- 
ing. What's more, it would be:a cleaner and, 
above all, far more comfortable method of 
protection. In other words, it would offer the 
ultimate answer to all women—provided, of 
course, the ideal tampon could be designed: 
one that would be small, compact and easy to 
use—one that would assure women of napkin 
absorbency. But this, as Dr. Donovan knew, 
was not as simple as it sounded. 

In the years of research and experiment 
that followed, Dr. Donovan, a stern perfec- 


tionist, resolved not to “give up’ or consider — 


his work completed until he had answered 
every objection there had been to other types 
of internal sanitary protection. 

One of the biggest problems that Dr. 
Donovan had to solve was that of easy, com- 
fortable insertion. Other tampons were en- 
cased in those bulky cardboard applicators in 
an attempt to solve this problem. But this, 
according to reports from women, made the 
tampons awkward and uncomfortable to use.

How a cataract operation banished 
, 
the haunting fear of blindness and 


revealed a gay, shining new world

r+ 4 OU HAVE A CATARACT in your right eye,” the 
bg sae told me, “and we'll have to operate. 

_ Up to now, the ripening process—as we call it—has 
been so slow I couldn't estimate how long it would be 
before I could operate. I hope you can be patient for 

a little longer. Indications are that it will be ready in 

about three months.” ? 

So now I knew. I knew why, for almost two years, 

I had been floundering around in a private fog of my 

own. As a newspaperman, I make my living with my 

eyes, and always in the back of my mind was the 
- haunting terror of blindness. 

I had reached the point where the strongest con- 
ventional glasses-were of little help. I was at the stage 
where only an eight-power magnification lens enabled 
me to read at all. Looking at one word at a time be- 
came a laborious, nerve-wracking procedure. 

At first I was self-conscious about using the magni- 
fying glass, particularly when it caught the attention 
of fellow commuters on the trains. But it was a ques- 
tion of using the glass or not reading at all, so eventu- 
ally I didn’t care who was looking. 

In the, world around me, the colors of things be- 
came dull pastels. Faces were almost indistinguish- 
able, and many times I would acknowledge the greet- 
ing of an acquaintance with a confused stare. On days

Research seeks cause of cataracts 


The FIGHT FOR SIGHT, a voluntary agency concentrating on financ- 
ing eye research, commends PARADE on this factual article by a 
cataract patient whose sight was restored through surgery. Certainly 
such information is of tremendous importance to the American pub- 
lic. An estimated 23 per cent of blindness is the result of cataracts, 
and this percentage increases with advancing age. 

If the patient does not have another eye disease responsible for 
loss of sight, surgery—plus special eyeglasses or contact lenses—in 
most cases can restore sight of cataract sufferers with little risk. 

The cause of cataracts—and therefore attempts to prevent them— 
is still largely unknown, and more research is necessary. Changes due 
to age and chemical changes in the body tissues are factors to be 
considered. If science could determine what changes in the human 
body or, perhaps, specifically in the eye itself, take place to cause the 
clouding of the lens, this might result in therapy that could prevent 
or slow down the formation of cataracts.

The Cardinal Rule 


For 48 hours I was under rather 
heavy sedation, attended by shifts 
of nurses around the clock. They kept 
reminding me of the cardinal post- 
operative rule: “Don’t squeeze your 
eye, don’t sneeze, don’t turn your head, 
stay flat on your back.” In present-day 
postoperative treatment, sedation re- 
places the earlier practice of placing 
sandbags on either side of the head to 
prevent turning. This also helps fore- 
stall the danger of sneezing, which can 
cause the stitches to tear. 

After the first 12 hours on my back 
| had the feeling somebody had strung 
a couple of wires between my shoulder 
blades and my thighs and was slowly 
drawing them taut. During the long 
night hours, particularly, the sheer tor- 
ment of aching muscles goaded me into

wakefulness. No Death Valley prospec- 
tor crawling toward a mirage ever 
longed for water as I longed to turn 
over to take the pressure off my back. 

But when I reflected that the price 
of such acrobatics could be blindness, 
I forced myself to lie still and sweat it 
out.-It was a moment of inexpressible 
relief when the nurse, warning me not 
to turn my head, eased me gently on 
my left side. 

With both eyes bandaged, I was in 
bed for five days. On the sixth day the 
doctor “gave me an eye” —as the phrase 
goes in the realm of the one-eyed— 
leaving only the operated eye bandaged. 
I was permitted to sit up. It was like 
waking from a dream. 

I remained in the hospital seven 
more days for treatment and observa- 
tion. The day before I left, the doctor 
removed the bandage and held a special 
lens before my eye. The effect was so 
electrifying I almost shouted in sur- 
prise. Everything burst into~ cruelly 
sharp focus—the texture of the skin of 
the doctor's face, the weave of his neck- 
tie and—beyond him—the details of 
the hospital room and the dazzling sun- 
light that flooded through the windows. 


Moment of Revelation 


It was a moment of almost terrifying 
revelation, like a scene starkly lit up by 
a flash of lightning in the middle of the 
night—a sneak preview of a new world 
into which I was being reborn. 

Six weeks after the operation, the 
doctor tested for vision in the operated 
eye. With the proper lens—the one 
that would now restore normal vision 
and do the work of the natural lens— 
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Now: with special cataract glasses replacing the normal 
lens, even the fine print is cleat and reading is again a joy. 


my vision tested 20-20.5, a shade un- 
der perfect. Having thus given me an 
almost perfect eye, the doctor permitted 
me to go back to work the seventh week 
after the operation. 

The day I put‘on my special cataract 
glasses for the first time, the world ex- 
ploded into overwhelming brightness 
and fantastic clarity. There was, of 
course, considerable distortion because 
my eye was not yet oriented to the lens. 

Through the window of the opti- 
cian's shop I could see the cracks and 
irregularities in the asphalt pavement 
outside. Details of window displays 
across the street stood out in sharp re- 
lief; the sign over a store entrance stood 
out in precise letters. 


Taking a Giant Step 


For fully five minutes I stood, trying 
to get up the nerve to walk out the door. 
The optician said reassuringly: “Take 
it easy. It'll take you’ a while to get 
used to them.” 

I started out of the shop, groping for 
the handle of the door—which wasn’t 
where I saw it.

EW television viewers who watch an 

hour's program have any conception of 
how many hours—or even days, weeks or 
months—have gone into its planning, prep- 
aration and production. 

Even a production staff cannot always 
gauge with any accuracy the amount of 
“blood, sweat and tears” that lies ahead 
when a project such as this week's “Time 
and St. Louis” is undertaken 

"Time and St. Louis,” a "filmed produc- 
tion of the KMOX-TV staff to be shown on 
that station at 7 p.m. Tuesday, is an hour- 


long program—actually less, with time taken 
out for commercials. Yet many hundreds of 
hours went into it. Planning began more 
than five months ago.
